WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary occasion in the State of 
Alabama which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama 
in extraordinary session as prescribed by Section 122 of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama of 1901: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama convene in extraordinary session, at the Seat of Gov- 
ernment at the State Capitol in Montgomery, Alabama, at 6:30 P. M. on 
Thursday, September 9, 1965, and I do hereby designate the following 
subject and matter to be considered and acted upon by said Legislature 
in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Reapportionment of the seats of the Legislature of the State 
of Alabama. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand as Governor 
of the State of Alabama and have caused the Great Seal to be affixed, 
and caused this proclamation to be attested by the Secretary of State, 
at the Capitol, in the City of Montgomery, on this 7th day of September, 
1965,

JOINT SESSION 


The hour of seven o’clock P. M. having arrived, the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama met in joint 
session in the Hall of the House of Representatives, in accordance with 
House Joint Resolution No. 2 heretofore adopted, for the purpose of hea- 
ring an address by His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the 
State of Alabama. 


The joint session was called to order by the Honorable James B. 
Allen, Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, appeared before the joint session and delivered in person the 
following message. 


Lt. Governor Allen, Mr. Speaker, members of the Alabama Legis- 
lature, ladies and gentlemen: 


I have called this extraordinary session for the purpose of consid- 
ering the urgent problem of apportioning the legislative power of our 
state government. 
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Before we get into this subject, let me compliment this legislature 
again for its outstanding accomplishments during the Special Educa- 
tion Session and during the recently ended Regular Session. I want 
to repeat what I said on that last day of your Regular Session. This 
legislature has an outstanding record of achievement in the field of 
education and in all areas of state services. I am certain that the peo- 
ple of this State will long remember your achievements with a warm 
feeling of gratitude. 


With those achievements to your credit, it is now necessary for 
you to turn your entire attention to the subject of apportionment of 
the legislature. This very well could be one of the most important 
problems which you will be called upon to tackle, but it is a vital 
problem affecting all of the people of the State of Alabama, and we 
must solve it. 


The problem is made more complex by the intrusion of the United 
States Supreme Court into this domain. Apportionment is simply al- 
locating legislative power. Any question concerning this function has 
traditionally been left to the people to decide. 


However, it is a time when the very fabric of our American Sys- 
tem is being torn to shreds. The United States Supreme Court has 
stated that the people do not have the power to determine how and 
in what manner their respective state governments will be formed. In 
Colorado, the United States Supreme Court knocked out a constitutional 
amendment approved by the people creating a house based on popula- 
tion and a senate on geographic and other factors. In California, the 
people have approved their own plan three times in state-wide ref- 
erendums. In Kansas, the State Supreme Court blistered the United 
States Supreme Court. All states of the Union have been affected. The 
United States Supreme Court has simply said the people cannot decide 
contrary to the wishes of the Court. We are compelled to adjust our 
organic law and the traditional form of the legislature to meet the 
dictates of the appointees to the Supreme Court of the United States. 


No. acting under the duress of the United States Supreme Court is 
not the American way, but it is the Supreme Court’s way of ordering 
changes in the organic law of both state and federal constitutions. 


It repudiates the very foundation principle of the Federal Consti- 
tution set forth in the Declaration of Independence: 


“Governments are instituted among men (which means created by 
men) and derive their just powers from the consent of the governed.” 


But it is not consent when the people have no choice and when 
government may use force to compel consent. 


Even though we do not consent, the people of Alabama expect you 
and me to protect this state from an apportionment plan submitted by 
an attorney of the American Civil Liberties Union—said to be in exile 
—Chuck Morgan. The people of Alabama expect you and me to pro- 
tect them against apportionment plans submitted by others which are 
similar to such plan. 


I would not have called you into this session except that I know 
that the people of Alabama would much prefer that their elected repre- 
sentatives perform this apportionment task rather than leave the job to 
the federal court system. 


What are we to do? 


You will want to consider various plans submitted by the Legisla- 
tive Reapportionment Committee. Several plans have also been sub- 
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mitted to the federal district court which you may want to evaluate— 
other than those plans submitted to the court by enemies of state 
government, 


The task of considering these plans will be simplified if you first 
subject all of them to the population criteria and narrow our consid- 
eration immediately to those which meet this necessary requirement. 


In this way, you can immediately dispose of one much publicized 
plan submitted to the court for the simple reason that in the house plan 
the population disparity between representative districts exceeds the 
ratio of 2 to 1 in many instances. I am not sure whether the senatorial 
plan was intended to be insulting or facetious. 


You may also be able to discard other plans which sacrifice the 
county unit concept needlessly by formation of excessively large house 
and senatorial districts; unless, of course, you should decide to create 
senatorial districts corresponding as nearly as possible to existing con- 
gressional districts. 


I am confident that we can arrive at both a house and a senate 
plan of apportionment which will meet federal population standards 
and at the same time incorporate such other constitutionally permissi- 
ble factors as the county unit concept. 


In any event, I consider it extremely important that this legislature 
enact a plan for apportionment. For I am confident that in the not 
too distant future, the right will be restored to the people to create 
and allocate the powers of state government as they see fit. 


We will work together. 


In the meantime, I cannot believe that the federal district court 
wants to write or prescribe the organic law of this or any other state. 


It would be hard to imagine a less appropriate group to determine 
the structure of the legislative branch of state government than the non- 
representative branch of the federal government. I feel sure that most 
members of the federal judiciary are keenly aware of the inappropriate- 
ness in their situation. 


Finally, if this legislature does not itself act to apportion, then the 
people of this State can point the finger of blame at this Legislature 
for any plan which the federal district court sees fit to fix upon us. 


The people will be led to believe, as some newspapers now profess 
to believe, that it is not the United States Supreme Court responsible 
for depriving them of the right to structure state government, but that 
it is the legislature itself which construed the Tenth Amendment out 
of existence. Even the State of Kansas—a Northern state—has attacked 
the Fourteenth Amendment as being fradulently adopted. 


This is a strange distorted sort of logic, characteristic of many 
liberals who have a superficial knowledge or organic law and no respect 
for the values of a free society. 


Let me conclude on this subject by saying this—there are plans 
which may be preferable to any thus far submitted to the court. Let us 
find them and let us enact them into law. Let us act expeditiously with 
the best interests of the people of this State constantly before us as our 
motive and our aim. 


We believe that it is of utmost importance for the people of this 
state and nation to realize that legislative reapportionment under United 
States Supreme Court duress is but one example of steam-roller tactics 
employed against the people. The ultimate object of such actions is to 
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reduce the separate states of this nation to impotency and _ subject the 
freedoms of us all to the permissive license of the powerful centralized 
government. 


This reapportionment business is but one example of an expanding 
catalogue of federal usurpations of power, initiated, sanctioned and con- 
doned by the United States Supreme Court. In fact, I am firmly con- 
vinced that the present United States Supreme Court is the most 
revolutionary force in this nation today. 


Many people are not aware of the extent of the revolutionary ac- 
tions of the United States Supreme Court. Let me cite a few examples. 


It has outlawed and banned the recitation of a simple prayer in 
the public schools of this nation. 


It has outlawed Bible reading and the saying of grace in lunchrooms 
and the saying of bed-time prayers in public orphanages. 


In each of these instances it has elevated the religion of atheistic 
materialism above that of those who believe in God, and has lent the 
coercive power of the federal government to help banish God from 
recognition in public institutions. 


All of this has been done in the name of freedom of religion. Are 
we to resist this trend? 


The court has continuously assaulted the concept of private prop- 
erty. It asserts the power to regulate the acquisition or property in a 
lifetime and the manner of disposition after death. It has made a 
mockery of the trespass laws. It has sanctioned the dedication of private 
property to public use without consent of the owner and without com- 
pensation or a hearing. It has sanctioned regulation of life before the 
cradle and after the grave. 


Are we to resist this trend? 


It has compelled private citizens to render services to those whom 
they do not choose to serve under the penalty of confiscation of property 
and trial without a jury. 


It has specifically abolished by judicial decree the right to trial by 
jury in contempt proceedings despite the fact that the act of contempt 
may be also a criminal offense. It is running the county by injunction 
and instilling fear into the heart of every man by the threat of im- 
prisonment. 


Are we to resist this trend? 


The United States Supreme Court has asserted the power to initiate 
social and economic reforms and to administer, execute, try and punish 
those who resist their dictatorial decrees. 


It has denied the right of the people to local self-government and the 
control of local democratic institutions by the democratic process of 
majority rule. 


It has denied to the states and to local governments the right to 
perform the highest duty and responsibility of government—that of 
protecting the life and property of its citizens and the maintenance of 
peace and tranquility. 


Are we to resist this trend? 


The court has sanctioned, authorized, condoned and encouraged the 
occupation of small communities and now large ones by thousands of out 
of state riff-raff, communists, and fellow travelers, kooks, beatniks,

prostitutes and bums and has handcuffed local law enforcement personnel 
who seek to prevent depredations against the peace and order. It has 
asserted the power to force the protection of these known communists, 
beatniks and prostitutes who clog our streets and violate our laws and 
who violate even federal court injunctions. 


It has coddled our communist enemies within our midst. It has 
pampered and encouraged the criminal to believe that he can commit 
any crime with little likelihood of conviction. 


It has licensed a flood of filthy literature through the mails and 
denied the states the right to protect their children from this evil. 


It has shown a distrust of the idea of local self-government which 
has encouraged Congress to enact legislation patterned on the Russian 
system. It has given constant support to every socialistic trend. 


Are we to resist this trend? 


The Supreme Court is not the only branch of our government which 
has been and continues to engage In actions which must inevitably 
destroy the states and local self-government. 


_Congress has legislated the abominable Civil Rights Act of 1964 
which destroys more personal freedoms than any act of Congress in 
the long history of this nation. 


It has also enacted an unbelievable voting law. This laws wipes out 
safeguards erected by the Alabama Legislature over a period of sixty-five 
years for the purpose of guaranteeing honest elections. 


Today the bureaucrats are issuing certificates to vote, to people who 
cannot read the ballot nor even the instructions on a ballot or ona 
voting machine. The left wing liberals need as many illiterates as they 
can get to vote in order to keep them in power. They need the fradulent 
election processes of Chicago and other large cities. Now they have felt 
the need to open the way for fradulent practices in the South and the 
need of the illiterate vote. This federal law says that you cannot chal- 
lenge at the polls anyone to whom the federals have handed out a cer- 
tificate. You cannot require identification. You cannot require witnesses 
to an “X” mark. The certificate can be passed from hand to hand and 
from person to person and it entitles the holder to vote. These certificates 
can be bought and sold. Election officials have no way to identify the 
holder or to prove that one did or did not vote. 


If election officials do not let a certificate holder vote, the United 
States Attorney General is authorized to prosecute. If they do not count 
the vote, even though fradulent, the Attorney General is empowered to. 
prosecute. If a candidate for office undertakes to contest an election, the 
federal courts are empowered to enjoin the certification of the results 
of the election for all offices throughout the State of Alabama. 


The idea for issuing voting certificates originated with the Com- 
munist Party. It was known as the Lincoln Project and was adopted in 
Philadelphia in 1955. It even picked out the counties in the South where 
the communists would concentrate. The law passed by Congress has 
every major provision of the bill prepared by the communists in 1955. 


Are we to resist this trend? 


Now, let’s take a look at how a part of the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
works out. The Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare has asserted 
the power to take over complete operation of local public school sys- 
tems. Plans of the Department are based on the claim of power to 
determine the racial composition of public schools—the power to de- 
termine what teachers will be hired and fired—the power to determine 
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the location of new school buildings—the power to supervise expendi- 
tures of state and local school funds and budgets—the power to de- 
termine courses which may be offered by a school. 


In fact, there is not a single function connected with the public 
schools of this nation which the United States Department of. Health, 
Education and Welfare does not assert the power to control, including 
extracurricula activities, social affairs and functions, including member- 
ship in private fraternities and sororities. It further asserts the power 
to mix PTAs, to draw school district boundaries, to supervise the bussing, 
lunchroom operations and the activities of 4-H Clubs and the FFA or- 
ganization. 


Even now, the left wing radicals are busily engaged in the prepar- 
ation of new textbooks for compulsory adoption on the ground that 
present social study textbooks are said to deny equal protection to cer- 
tain minority groups by reason of inadequate presentation of what is 
referred to as their “cultural heritage”. 


As sweeping as are the powers sought to be granted by Congress, the 
United States Department of Health, Education and Welfare claimed 
even greater powers and adopted regulations not authorized by law and 
far beyond the expressed intent of Congress. The “blackjack” used is 
the loss of our own money. 


We have enumerated a long list of complaints of the actions of the 
federal government. What is actually taking place in our nation? What 
is bringing about the growing crime rate and lawlessness? 


The President, former Presidents, the Attorney General and many 
prominent men are almost daily speaking of the growing lawlessness in 
our nation. Law and order speeches are becoming quite common and yet, 
anarchy stalks the streets of this country. Murder, rape, riot, assault, 
and street violence are sweeping like a prairie fire about us. Merchants 
of entire towns pay blackmail money to a civil rights thug on his 
threat of street violence, boycott and chaos, as in centuries past when 
anarchy ruled parts of Europe and helpless communities paid tribute to 
whatever wandering band of savages who happened by, in order to 
save their village. 


Where is the law? What has happened to the law? 


First we must ask ourselves WHAT is the law of this land. When I 
stood in the doorway at the University of Alabama, I stood there to 
uphold the law, the Constitution of the United States. That day, I 
warned that the Attorney General of the United States was breaking the 
law. I warned that if authorities can get away with the breaking of the 
law, then lawlessness shall grow and beget more lawlessness, until law- 
lessness shall sweep our nation toward anarchy and we shall find our- 
selves either at the mercy of anarchy or at the mercy of a new law of 
tyranny directed from a central government and brought upon us as an 
excuse to stamp out the very lawlessness the same authorities brought 
about in the first place. 


We must understand that the President of the United States is NOT 
the law. If he were, then each succeeding President would change this 
nation to suit his own whims. The Attorney General of the United 
States is not the law, nor is the Supreme Court, nor Congress, nor 
federal bureaus, nor federal judges. 


The Constitution of the United States is the law. There is only one 
legal way that the law, the Constitution, can be. changed and that is by 
the amendment process. And yet, it has been changed. No amendment 
has been added to allow federal judges to reapportion your State. No 
amendment has been added to allow federal judges to interfere with 
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your schools and the education of your children. No amendments have 
been added giving the federal government power to dictate to you 
whom you shall hire or fire, whom you shall accommodate or shall not 
accommodate. No amendment has been added that gives legality to any 
federal bureau’s actions in threatening you with your own tax money. 
No amendment has been added to prevent little children from praying in 
schools and kindergartens, 


The Constitution has been changed and violated by the lawbreakers 
in Washington, D. C 


When the Supreme Court broke precedent of the law in 1954, and 
substituted its wisdom and will for the consummate wisdom and will of 
the people, they broke the law and opened a Pandora’s Box of trouble. 
For 7“ matter their brilliance, it is no substitute for the wisdom of the 
people. 


When a bureaucrat interfers with the education of your child and 
substitutes his wisdom and will for the wisdom of the people, he breaks 
the law. He may take that law, that Constitution, and read it over and 
over again, and he will find no paragraph, no sentence, no word that 
gives him the right to impose his will upon the people. 


When a President of the United States goes on nationwide television 
and sings the song of the communist street marchers and their poor 
dupes, “We Shall Overcome”, he should have finished the meaning of 
what these organized, lawless armies intend to overcome; for they mean, 
“We shall overcome local school boards, local law enforcement, State 
legislatures. . . . We shall overcome city governments and the structure 
of the separate States. ... We shall overcome civilization established by 
the will of the people and place over them the will of a central tryanny.” 


This encouragement by high officials to the street mobs to break 
the law is a guarantee that the anarchy of Los Angeles shall come about 
and shall become an anarchy that threatens us all. 


The anarchy of Los Angeles resulted in the death of thirty-seven 
people. in property damage approaching two hundred million dollars, in 
injuries affecting thousands of families, in burning, looting and criminal 
assault, but the federal courts, the justice department and bureaucracies 
have evidenced no interest in the communist influences behind this law- 
less army. 


The attempted anarachy in Alabama was stopped cold in its tracks. 
There was no looting, no burning. There were no deaths on the scene of 
conflict and injuries were confined to a bare minimum. Law and order 
prevailed. But just today, the federal district court has issued a sub- 
poena calling before it an officer of our State Troopers. This federal 
court demand covers nineteen points of command. It wants names of all 
troopers employed by this State on that date; it wants names of all 
troopers who upheld the law at Selma and at Marion, Alabama—it wants 
pictures, records, files, film, letters, memoranda, orders, regulations, 
telegrams, plus a long list of other demands. 


I can only assume that the Justice Department now intends to at- 
tempt to indict law enforcement officers of the State of Alabama. This 
fits the pattern. 


The action of the Justice Department is to continue the harrassment, 
intimidation and eventual breakdown of local law and the officials who 
enforce it. No local law officer may now uphold the law with con- 
fidence, for he comes under the same threats, the same intimidation and 
harrassment that is rapidly encompassing our citizens. 
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A thief may give any number of good reasons for his breaking the 
law, but he breaks it nevertheless. A politician, a federal judge, an at- 
torney general, a federal bureaucrat, or a supreme court justice may give 
any number of reasons for his breaking the law, but he breaks it never- 
theless. His reasons therefore are not valid, they are no excuse; for 
when he breaks the law, he begins the crumbling of our civilization and 
serves notice to every would-be lawbreaker in the land that he too may 
find reasons for breaking the law. 


When I stood up for the law at the University of Alabama, some left- 
wing editors and politicians thought this was very funny. They are the 
same editors and politicians today who speak about law and order— 
and wonder at the causes of the Los Angeles anarchy. 


When the Attorney General of the United States used guns and the 
threat of guns upon our people to impose the will of a few men, he 
served notice to every thug in this nation that the law was only a scrap 
of paper, that if you could get enough guns, enough mobs, enough 
power, then you too could break the law and impose your will upon the 
people. His example has been followed all across this nation. His 
example is being followed today as state legislatures are being 
threatened, merchants, businessmen, school boards and even children in 
their schools are being intimidated and bullied. 


The school board meets under the threat of a federal bureaucrat. 
The businessman meets with his fellows under the threat of mobs and 
federal bureaucrats. The father is concerned about the welfare of his 
home and the mother is growing anxious over the safety of her child in 
school or on the streets. 


No, I have never found that standing up for the law was very funny, 
whether a county sheriff does it on a dusty road, or a lawyer does it in 
a courtroom or a governor stands before the door of a schoolhouse. 


We have choices before us which are growing more stark and brutal. 
We may submit to the anarchy. We may submit to the legalized tryanny 
in the hope of peace through slavery, or we may stand up for the law 
and civilization of western man. 


For me, there is only one course, the course I have taken and from 
which I will not turn back. To those who say this is impossible, I would 
remind them of the words of Thomas Carlyle: “All noble tasks are at 
first impossible.” And our task is not impossible. 


To those so-called liberals who are voicing mock concern over what 
they call the growing power of George Wallace, I would suggest that 
their concern could better be placed in the growing power of tyranny 
and the washing tides of anarchy. I would further suggest that they are 
not concerned about me—but about the growing power of the people. 


I know that what I am going to ask now may be an imposition to 
you, there at home, but I would like to ask you to write me, or wire me, 
or send me word of your feelings—for I want to speak for you and 
champion what you would have me champion. I want to know that you 
are with me in our cause for the law and civilization. If you feel a need 
for me in the job I try to do, then I want you to know that I feel a need 
for you. I need your support. 


This is your legislature, it is not the federal government’s. This is 
your legislature, it does not belong to the President—or not even to a 
supreme court. This legislature does not belong exclusively to a few 
newspaper editors—it belongs to you. It is here on your business and if 
we will win our cause, then you, the citizen, must take the time required 
of a free man and make us hear your wishes and your will. 
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This legislature has made history. It is a record to be proud of. I 
urge you to make history again. Let’s come up with the best apportion- 
ment plan possible. I am confident you will.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections I, II, and VII of Act No. 470, H. 952 of the Regu- 
lar Session of 1939 (Local Acts 1939, p. 298), which creates and estab- 
lishes the countrywide civil service system in Mobile County, are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section I. DEFINITIONS. In this Act, words used in the mascu- 
line gender include the feminine and neuter genders, and words used in 
the neuter gender include the masculine and feminine genders. The 
following words, terms, and phrases, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this Section ‘unless 
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the context plainly indicates a contrary meaning: (1) ‘Committee’ means 
the Supervisory Committee created by this Act. (2), ‘Board’ or ‘The 
Board’ means the Personnel Board created by this Act. (3) ‘Municipality’ 
or ‘Such Municipality’ or ‘City’ means a duly incorporated town, village, 
or city within Mobile County. (4) ‘Director’ means the Personnel Director 
created by this Act. (5) ‘Appointing Authority,’ or ‘Appointing Power’ 
means a person, officer, board, commission, or other body or person 
whose lawful jurisdiction or powers are confined wholly or primarily 
within the territorial limits of Mobile County, or any incorporated city 
or town therein, and who or which have the power to make appointments: 
to offices or positions of employment or trust in any of the Classified 
Service as in this Act defined. (6) ‘Employe’ or ‘Appointee’ means a 
person in the Classified Service herein set up and appointed by an Ap- 
pointing Authority, unless herein specifically excepted. (7) (a) The 
‘Classified Service’ includes all offices, positions, and employment in 
Mobile County or any such city therein as these offices, positions and em- 
ployment now exist or as they may hereafter exist, the holders of which 
are paid whether by salary, wages or fees in whole or in part from public 
funds of Mobile County or any such city, or the holders of which receive 
their compensation from any elected official or Appointing Authority 
and perform duties pertaining to the office of such elected official or 
officer, or other Appointing Power, except those placed in the ‘Unclassi- 
fied Service’ by Section Two hereof. (7) (b). It is also intended that the 
classified service shall include all personnel of any public corporation, 
board, committee, or commission, appointed or created by the governing 
body of any such county or municipality, whether or not the salaries, 
wages or compensation of such officers or employes are paid directly by 
such county or municipality; except any such employes which may be 
exceluded under the provisions of subsection (7) (c) here following; 
provided the appointive members of any such public corporation, board, 
committee or commission shall not be so included. (7) (c). The Classified 
Service, shall not, however, be deemed to include any employes of any 
such public corporation, board, committee, or commission, appointed or 
created by the governing body of any such county or municipality as de- 
fined in subsection (7) (b) herein, where such employes are covered by 
a bargaining agreement with a recognized union as of January 1, 1966. 
(8) ‘Employment Register’ means records containing names of those per- 
sons who have successfully completed their prescribed tests, listed and 
ranked in order of their final earned average from the highest to the 
lowest. (9) ‘Roster’ means records of persons in the Classified Service, 
containing information as to their service. (10) ‘Tests’ means written 
and/or other methods established by rules and regulations of the Board 
and/or the Director as herein provided, to determine the merit, effi- 
ciency, and general fitness of applicants for positions. (11) ‘Public Hear-~ 
ings’ means a meeting of the Board, open to the public, whereat any 
citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest may appear and be heard subject 
to such rules and regulations as may be fixed by the Board. (12) ‘Public 
Record’ means a record which the public shall have the right to inspect 
in a reasonable manner during ordinary business hours. (13) ‘Rules’ 
means the regulations adopted by the Board for carrying out the provi- 
sions of this Act. 


“Section II. UNCLASSIFIED SERVICE: The following shall be 
in the Unclassified Service: (1) Officials elected by popular vote and, 
in case of death, resignation, or removal, their legal substitute; (2) Where 
by present law official duties of any officer mentioned in subdivision One 
of this section are or may be performed by a chief assistant appointed 
by him, such chief assistant; (3) Principals, supervisors, teachers and 
instructors in the Public Schools engaged in teaching and/or supervising 
teaching, and all employes of the Mobile County School Board; (4) Tha 
Personnel Director provided for by this Act; (5) Independent contractors 
receiving their remuneration from public funds under contracts awarded 
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by competitive bidding; (6) Persons in the ‘Classified Service’ within the 
meaning of and subject to the State of Alabama merit system under any 
present or future law, and so long as any such law remains effective. (7) 
Common laborers not engaged in regular employment. (8) Attorneys, 
physicians, surgeons, and dentists employed in their professional capaci- 
ties. (9) The Judge of any Court. (10) Members of Board who are not 
employed on a full time basis and are not required to devote their 
services exclusively to such counties and cities therein. (11) Any person 
whose employment is subject to the approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment or of any agency thereof. (12) Chief hospital administrator and 
interns, student technicians, and student nurses while undergoing train- 
ing in a hospital maintained by public funds. 


Section VII. PERSONNEL BOARD: The Personnel Board shall 
consist of three members designated respectively as Member Number 
One, Member Number Two, and Member Number Three, each of whom 
shall be over 21 years of age, of recognized good character and ability, a 
bona fide resident and a qualified elector of Mobile County, and shall not, 
when appointed, nor for the three years then next preceding the date of 
his appointment have held public office, nor have been a candidate for 
such. If any person actively solicits a position on such Board, the Com- 
mittee may, for this reason, reuse to consider his appointmnt. The Board 
shall meet once a month on dates to be fixed by its Rules and regulations 
and as much oftener as shall be necessary for the orderly dispatch of its 
business. The members of the Board shall be selected for the following 
terms and in the following manner: The Supervisory Committee of the 
Mobile County Personnel Board shall, within thirty days after September 
15, 1939, appoint all three members and shall appoint the successors of 
said Board Members within thirty days after a term expires or a vacancy 
occurs. Member Number One shall hold office for a term of two years 
beginning on September 15, 1939, and until his successor is appointed 
and has qualified. His successors shall hold office for terms of six years, 
the first of which shall begin September 15, 1941, and the subsequent 
terms shall begin each six years thereafter. Member Number Two shall 
hold office for a term of four years beginning on September 15, 1939, 
and until his successor is appointed and has qualified. His successors 
shall hold office for terms of six years, the first of which shall begin 
September 15, 1943, and the subsequent terms shall begin each six years 
thereafter. Member Number Three shall hold office for a term of six 
years beginning on September 15, 1939, and until his successor has been 
appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold office for terms 
of six years, the first of which shall begin on September 15, 1945, and 
the subsequent term shall begin each six years, thereafter. In the event 
of a vacancy on the Board accasioned by death, resignation, impeachment 
or other cause, such vacancy shall be filled by the Supervisory Committee 
of the Mobile County Personnel Board for the then unexpired term. Each 
Member shall receive twenty dollars for each meeting of the Board pro- 
vided no Member shall receive more than Eighty Dollars ($80.00) com- 
pensation for services during any one month. This compensation shall be 
paid as provided in Section 30 hereof. It shall be the duty of the Board 
as a body: (1) To select a Personnel Director as hereinafter vrovided 
in Section 9 of this Act. (2) After a Public Hearing or Hearings to adopt 
and amend Rules and regulations for the administration of this Act, as 
hereinafter provided. (3) After a Public Hearing or Hearings to adopt, 
modify or reject such Classification and Compensation Plans for the 
Classified Service together with Rules for their administration, as may be 
recommended by the Director after a thorough survey by him of the per- 
sonnel and departmental organizations included in such plan or plans. 
(4) To make such investigations as, in the Board’s opinion, are reason- 
able, either on petition of a citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest, or of its 
own motion, concerning the enforcement and effect of this Act, and to 
require observance of its provisions and the Rules and Regulations made 
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pursuant hereto. (5) conduct hearings and to render decisions, as herein- 
after provided, on charges preferred against persons in the Classified 
Service. (6) To make such investigations as, in the Board’s opinion, are 
reasonable, as may be requested by the governing bodies of the County 
or of any City therein or by the Supervisory Committee and to report 
thereon to the governing body or Committee requesting same. (7) Ta 
consider and act on such matters as may be referred to the Board by the 
Director. (8) To represent the public interest in the improvement of 
personnel administration in the Classified Service. (9) To advise and 
assist the Director in fostering the interest of institutions of learning, 
civic, professional, and employe organizations in the improvement of per- 
sonnel standards in the Classified Service. (10) To elect at the regular 
monthly meeting in April of each year one of its members to serve as 
Chairman of the Board for the ensuing twelve months. Should the Per- 
sonnel Board fail to elect the Chairman within thirty days after the regu- 
lar monthly meeting in April of each year, then such a Chairman shall 
be elected by the Supervisory Committee of the Mobile County Personnel 
Board. (11) Whenever by law or Rules of the Personnel Board any posi- 
tions in the service of Mobile County or of any municipality or of any 
other Appointing Authority within Mobile County, are duly transferred 
to and designated as positions in the Classified Service, or whenever a 
municipality or other Appointing Authority shall hereafter become 
subject to the provisions of this Act, if such municipality or Appointing 
Authority at the time of becoming subject to this Act had in its employ- 
ment employes or appointees in positions within the Classified Service, as: 
defined in this Act, the Personnel Board may, in its discretion, continue 
any or all persons employed by the county, a municipality, or other 
Appointing Authority in the same positions which they, respectively, 
held when such positions became subject to this Act, without examina; 
tion. Such employes shall thereby be given a permanent status and their 
continued employment, promotions and discharges shall in all matters be 
subject to and governed by this Act. It is the intent of this Act that all 
present employes or appointees of the County, any Municipality, Agency 
or other Appointing Authority who were not in the Classified Service 

rior to the passage of this Act, may in the Personnel Board’s discretion, 
Be blanketed in the Classified Service and continue to hold the same posi- 
tion, with they, respectively, held when such positions became subject to 
this Act. The Board shall also have the authority, functions, and duties 
as in other sections of this Act provided.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
Dastaee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The title of Act No. 40 S. 4, Second Special Session 1956 
(Acts 1956, p. 328) as amended is amended to read as follows: 


“An Act to establish and create a court of law for Mobile County 
in lieu of the Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile County to be known 
as The Court of General Sessions of Mobile County; to provide and de- 
fine the jurisdiction of said court and the terms thereof; to provide for the 
two judges and the officers of said court and their powers, duties and 
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compensation, to fix the term of office of such judges; to provide rules of 
procedure and to fix the fees an costs of such court; to provide for the 
transfer of cases from the Inferior Criminal Court to the court hereby 
created; and to effect the repeal of the acts creating the Inferior Criminal 
Court of Mobile or to abolish the Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile 
County.” 


Section 2. Section 1 of said Act as amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. There shall be a court of law in Mobile County, Ala- 
bama, to be known as the Court of General Sessions, having criminal 
and civil jurisdiction as provided for in this Act. The judicial officers 
of the court shall consist of two judges, one of whom is designated ag 
the presiding judge of the Court of General Sessions. The judicial power 
of the court with respect to any action, suit or proceeding may be exer- 
cised by a single judge who may preside alone and hold a regular or 
special session of the court at the same time other sessions are held 
by the other judge.” 


Section 3. Section 3 of said Act is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. The judges of the Court of General Sessions shall hold 
office for terms of six years and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. They shall be elected at the general election to be held in 
November, 1960, and every six years thereafter, and shall be installed 
in office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
following their election. They shall qualify by taking the oath of office 
prescribed for other judicial officers by the Constitution of Alabama. 
Each judge shall receive as compensation for his services as judge of the 
Court of General Sessions of Mobile County, an annual salary of Thir- 
teen Thousand Dollars ($13,000.00), which shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of Mobile County, Alabama. 


Section 4. Section 7 of said Act is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 7. The Court of General Sessions shall be open for the 
transaction of business and for the trial of cases both civil and criminal 
every day of the week except Saturday, Sundays, and legal holidays. 
The presiding judge of the Court of General Sessions shall have the au- 
thority, within his discretion to add to or extend the holidays of the 
New Year, Mardi Gras, Easter, Thanksgiving and Christmas for a period 
not to exceed five days on each occasion. 


Each: judge of the Court of General Sessions shall be entitled to a 
vacation for a period not to exceed a total of three weeks in each year in 
addition to legal holidays. 


Section 5. Section 8 of said Act is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. The Court of General Sessions of Mobile County shall 
have and exercise civil jurisdiction according to the general law of Ala- 
bama concurrently with the justices of the peace in all precincts in Mo- 
bile County outside the limits of the City of Mobile, and the said Court 
shall have and exercise civil jurisdiction in Mobile County concurrently 
with the Circuit Court of Mobile County in all civil matters where the 
amount in controversy does not exceed One Thousand Dollars. The Court 
shall not have jurisdiction in equity nor of actions, of libel, slander, as- 
sault and battery, ejectment and actions in the nature of ejectment. 
Nothing in this Act shall be construed to give the judges of the Court of 
General Sessions of Mobile County any authority to grant writs of 
certiorari, supersedeas, quo warranto, prohibition or mandamus, injunc- 
tion of ne exeat.” 


Section 6. Section 11 of said Act is amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 11. The business of the Court of General Sessions shall be 
divided between the judges as provided for by the rules and orders of the 
court. The presiding judge shall be responsible for the observance of such 
rules and orders and shall divide the business and assign the cases so 
far as such rules and orders do not otherwise prescribe. If the two 
judges of the court are unable to agree upon the adoption of rules or 
orders for that purpose, the presiding judge of the circuit court of the 
county shall make the necessary orders. If either of the judges of said 
court is unable to attend court and unable to make an order of adjourn~ 
ment, the clerk may adjourn the court to the next regular term or to an 
earlier date which he may determine. When the office of judge becomes 
vacant all pending process shall when necessary be specially continued 
by the clerk until a judge is appointed and qualified. Any such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Governor by appointment for the unexpired term. 
In case of failure or inability of either judge to attend and perform his 
duties in said court because of sickness then in such event the judge not 
so incapacitated shall, if he deems it necessary and in the best interests 
of the court, appoint some competent person who is a qualified elector 
and who is learned in the law to be and act as special judge during 
the period of such incapacity. When either judge is on vacation, he may, 
if he deems it necessary and in the best interests of the court, appoint 
some competent person who is a qualified elector and who is learned in 
the law to be and act as special judge during the period the regular judge 
is on vacation. Any such special judge shall receive as compensation for 
his services the same compensation as the regular judge receives whom 
he replaces; such compensation to be paid such special judge, however, 
shall be in addition to, and not deducted from or affect in any manner 
whatsoever the compensation received by the regular judge whom such 
special judge replaces. The compensation to be paid such special judge 
shall be paid to him on certificate of the appointing judge that such 
special judge has performed such services, and shall be paid him in the 
same manner and out of the same funds of the County of Mobile, Ala- 
bama, as the regular judge whom he replaces is paid, said special judge 
to be paid, however, for only the actual number of days he shall so serve 
as such special judge on a per diem basis.” 


Section 7. Section 14 of said Act is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 14._ The presiding judge of the Court of General Sessions 
shall appoint a clerk of the court. The clerk shall be appointed without 
regard to the county merit or civil service system, and shall serve at the 
will and pleasure of the presiding judge of the said court. He shall be 
paid an annual salary of five thousand seven hundred dollars, in equal 
monthly installments, from the general fund in the county treasury. 


“Each judge of the Court of General Sessions, if he deem it in the 
best interests of the court, may appoint an official court reporter, and 
each such appointee shall be paid an annual salary not to exceed Five 
Thousand Dollars, in equal monthly installments, from the general fund 
of the county treasury. Any such appointment shall be made without 
regard to the county merit or civil service system.” 


Section 8. Section 20 of said Act is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 20. All civil cases shall be tried by the judge of the court 
without the intervention of a jury, the judge determining both the law 
and the facts. However, any party shall have the right of appeal to the 
circuit court within five days from the rendition of judgment, and on 
appeal either party may demand a trial by jury under the same rules 
as are provided by law for demands for jury trials in cases of appeals 
from judgments of justices of the peace; and the trial in the circuit court 
shall be de novo and shall conform to the procedure now fixed by law in 
appeals from courts of justices of the peace. During the five days next 
succeeding the the granting and entry of any judgment in the exercise 
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of the civil jurisdiction in the Court of General Sessions of Mobile Coun- 
ty, the court may set aside, amend, vacate or modify such judgment for 
any reason for which a Circuit Court may set aside, amend, vacate or 
modify its judgments according to the Constitution and statutes of this 
state and the common law.”

BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit:

Section 1. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like governing body of Winston County shall be solely responsible for 
the construction, repair and maintenance of the roads and bridges in 
the county. Except as herein otherwise provided the county governing 
body shall have all the powers and jurisdiction with respect to county 
roads and bridges which are, or which hereafter may be, vested in or 
required of courts of county commissioners, boards of revenue, or other 
like county governing bodies by the general laws of this state, or vested 
in or required of the governing body of Winston County by local law: 
and the members of the county governing body of Winston County, except 
as herein otherwise provided, shall perform all the duties and services

Any contract for the construction, repair or maintenance 
of county roads and bridges in Winston County entered into by the state 
highway department prior to the adoption of this Act shall remain in full 
force and effect until the terms thereof have been complied with. 


Section 6. All outstanding financial obligations which were in- 
curred prior to the adoption of this Act for the construction, repair, or 
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maintenance of county roads and bridges in Winston County shall, upon 
the adoption of this Act, become outstanding financial obligations of 
Winston County, and shall be retired or paid in accordance with the 
terms under which such indebtedness was Incurred. 


Section 7. After this Act becomes effective the roads and bridges 
of Winston County shall be constructed, repaired, and maintained on 
the basis of the county as a unit and without regard to district lines. 
No county personnel or equipment shall be allocated or used in con- 
struction, repair, and maintenance of county roads and bridges on any 
basis other than the county as a unit. 


Section 8. The county governing body shall appoint a county engi- 
neer, who shall possess all the qualifcations prescribed for county en- 
gineers by the general laws of Alabama and who shail perform all the 
duties thereby required of county engineers. The engineer’s salary shall 
be fixed and be payable in the manner described in the general law for 
fixing and paying the salary of county engineers. 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or_unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 10. Act No. 111, H. 183, Regular Session 1957 (acts of Ala- 
bama, 1957, p. 148), and all other laws or parts of Jaws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act shall become operative only 
if approved by a majority of the electors of Winston County, voting in a 
referendum to be held on the same day on which the first county-wide 
primary, general, or special election is held after this Act becomes law. 
The county governing body of Winston County shall order and provide 
for the holding of the referendum on such date. On the ballots to be 
used at the election the question shall be stated substantially as follows: 
“Shall the provisions of Act No. —............ of the 1965 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, approved the day of , 1965, which 
provides for the transfer from the State Highway Department to the 
county governing body of Winston County of certain duties relative to 
the construction, maintenance and repair of roads and bridges in Winston 
County, be adopted? Yes ( ), No (_ ).” If a majority of the votes cast 
in the election are “Yes,” then the provisions of this Act shall become 
operative immediately. If the majority are “No,” this Act shall have no 
further effect. The results of the election shall be certified by the probate 
judge - the Secretary of State, who shall make a permanent record 
thereof.

Club, (j) League of Business and Professional Women, (k) Mid-Century 
Study Club, (1) Sesame Study Club, (m) New Century Study Club, (n) 
Altrusa Club, or any other like organization, association or group, after 
such organization, association or group shall have been approved for 
membership at a regular meeting of the then existing membership by 
three-fourths of such membership present and voting. Provided that if 
two or more separately chartered clubs, organizations or groups are ac- 
tive under either of the respective federated, national or international 
organizations, associations or groups herein designated, these such 
separately chartered clubs, organizations or groups shall be collectively

serve on the Committee. The chairman shall rule upon. the objections in 
writing and the first order of business at the next meeting of the Com- 
mittee shall be a report by the chairman of the objections and his ruling 
thereon. His rulings shall be final unless the objecting party within 
five days duly appeals to the Committee, in which event the seated mem- 
bers shall upon a hearing of the objection, after notice is duly given to 
the objecting party and the party objected to, determine the qualifica- 
tions of the party objected to.

The chairman may punish for 
contempt of the Committee in like manner and extent as may be done 
by the Judges of the Circuit Courts of this State. The Personnel Director, 
when selected, shall act as secretary and such secretary shall be the 
keeper and custodian of the minutes, records, property and parapher- 
nalia of the Committee, and he may call upon the Personnel Board ta 
furnish such supplies and a safe place for keeping the records and prop- 
erty. The expense and costs of giving notice of meetings shall be paid 
in the manner provided in this Act. The Committee shall meet in regular 
session on the second Wednesday in each of the months of January, April, 
July, and October, at such hour as the Committee shall determine, to

WHEREAS Mr. Boswell finished the thirty-six hole tournament 
with a score of 199, four strokes better than his nearest competitor, after 
having been victorious in the international blind golfers’ tournament 
held in Toronto, Canada the previous week; and : 


WHEREAS Mr. Boswell’s exceptional abilities and indomitable spirit 
have served to inspire and challenge many others to emulate his fine 
example bringing much enjoyment, not only to the participants in these 
activities, but to thousands who join the galleries throughout the country, 
now therefore ; 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That this body commends Mr. Bos- 
well upon his successful golfing season, and particularly upon his winning 
the national tournament held in his native state, and wishes for him a 
long and continued successful career. 


RESOLVED FURTHER that copies of this resolution be sent to Mr. 
Boswell, and to the Montgomery Jaycees who showed such foresight in 
bringing the tournament to Montgomery.

AN ACT 


To establish a Law and Equity Court for St. Clair County, Alabama 
to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers and ap- 
pointment, election, terms of office, powers, duties and compensation; to 
provide a Court Reporter for said Court, whenever needed, and to fix 
and prescribe his duties and cmpensation; to provide that said Court 
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shall be open at all times for the trial of causes and the transaction off 
business; to provide the rules and procedure of said Court; to provide 
for the transfer of certain causes now or hereafter pending in the Circuit 
Court, County Court, Juvenile Court and the Inferior Court of St. Clair 
County, Alabama; and to give the said Court juvenile and domestic juris- 
diction; and to abolish the County Court of St. Clair County, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby established in and for St. Clair 
County, Alabama, an Inferior Court of Law, both civil and criminal, and 
of Equity, which shall be called St. Clair County Law and Equity Court, 
and which shall be a court of records, and which shall have and exercise 
concurrent jurisdiction now conferred or which may hereafter be con- 
ferred, upon the several Circuit Courts of the State, provided that the 
said St. Clair County Law and Equity Court shall not have jurisdiction 
to try a person charged with felonies and provided further that said 
court’s civil jurisdiction on the law side of said court shall not exceed 
the sum of $5,000.00 exclusive of the interest and cost, except however, 
it is provided that in any civil action filed on the law side where a 
cross-action, counter-claim, set-off, or plea in recoupment is filed, claim- 
ing in excess of $5,000.00, the court shall have jurisdiction of said action 
and shall proceed with it to a conclusion; and said court shall have con- 
current jurisdiction with Justices of the Peace of St. Clair County in all 
civil matters; and shall have exclusive original jurisdiction in all misde- 
meanors committed in St. Clair County, except misdemeanors returned by 
the grand jury to the Circuit Court, and it shall have preliminary juris- 
diction of all felnies, and of bastardy, unlawful detainer, and other crim- 
inal or quasi-criminal proceedings cognizable before Justice of Peace 
Courts; and shall also have and exercise such further jurisdiction, au- 
thority, functions and powers as are hereinafter conferred upon it by this

Sections 2. That the Governor of the State of Alabama shall 
designate and appoint the Judge of said Court immediately after the 
effective date of this act and said appointee shall hold office until the 
second Tuesday after the first Monday in January 1967 and until his 
successor shall be elected and qualified. A Judge of said court shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of St. Clair County, Alabama, at the 
general election to be held in 1966 and each 4 years thereafter, and the 
term of the judge of said Court shall commence on the second Tuesday 
after the first Monday in January following his election, and shall con- 
tinue for a period of four years and until his successor shall be elected 
and qualified. The Judge of said Court, before entering upon the duties 
of said office, shall take the oath required by law to be taken by judges 
of the Circuit Court of Alabama. The said judge shall be a qualified 
elector of St. Clair County, Alabama, shall be learned in the law, and 
shall have been a member of the St. Clair County Bar for not less than 
two years next preceding his appointment or election and shall be a 
member of the Alabama Bar in good standing, and shall be not less than 
twenty-five years of age. The said judge shall devote his entire time to 
the duties of his office, and shall be barred from the practice of law dur- 
ing his term of office. Said judge may be removed from office in the 
manner and for the causes now provided by law for the removel of Cir- 
cuit Judges. 


Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said Court shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office as required by the Constitution and law of this state. 


Section 4. That the clerk of the Circuit Court of St. Clair County, 
Alabama shall be ex officio clerk of the St. Clair County Law and Equity 
Court of St. Clair County, Alabama, and shall have the same powers and 
discharge the same duties as clerks of the Circuit Courts and shall be 
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subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of the 
office, and shall be entitled to the same salary and no additional salary 
as are now or as may hereafter be, allowed to Circuit Clerks of Ala- 
bama, except as hereinafter provided, and the same shall be collected as 
such fees and commissions are collected in the Circuit Courts; except that 
in civil matters where suit is brought for $100.00 or less only the fees 
and commissions allowed by law to Justices of the Peace shall be col- 
lected; and said clerk shall exercise the same powers and perform the 
same duties as are exercised and performed in the Circuit Court. That the 
Register of. the Circuit Court shall be ex officio Register of the St. Clair 
County Law and Equity Court and shall have the powers and discharge 
the duties which shall devolve upon the Register of the St. Clair County 
Law and Equity Court and shall be subject to the same pains and penal- 
ties with regard to the duties of the office and shall be entitled to the 
same fees and commissions as are now, or as may hereafter be allowed to 
the Register of Circuit Courts in Equity and the same shall be collected 
as such fees are collected in Circuit Courts. 


Section 5. That the Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of 
not less than $7,500.00 per annum, payable in twelve equal monthly in- 
stallments out of the county treasury at the end of each month, his 
signed receipt being required. 


Section 6. That the Deputy Solicitor of St. Clair County Alabama, 
shall be the Solicitor of said Court and in addition to duties now imposed 
upon said solicitor, he shall be required to attend said court and therein 
prosecute all cases of a criminal or quasi-criminal nature wherein the 
State is a party to the case; and for such services he shall receive a 
salary of not less than $3,600.00 per annum nor more than $4,800.00 per 
annum, to be fixed from time to time by the St. Clair County Commis- 
sioners Court which shall be in lieu of the the amount now fixed by law 
for his salary, as Deputy Solicitor and is to be paid in twelve equal 
monthly installments out of the County Treasury at the end of each 
month, his signed receipt being required. . 


Section 7. That the said St. Clair County Law and Equity Court 
shall be held at the court house of St. Clair County, Alabama and that 
said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and transactions 
of business. In cases of sickness or disqualification of the judge of. 
said court, the law applicable to the appointment and service of special 
judges in the Circuit Court shall apply and the special judges appointed 
shall receive for his services the same pay that special Circuit Judges re- 
ceive for their services and the same to be paid out of the General Funds 
of St. Clair County Alabama on the certificate of the Clerk or the Regis- 
ter making the appointment. The Judge of said Court shall be subject 
to the same penalties for failure to attend upon the Court as are Circuit 
Judges of this State. The Judge of said Court shall keep an office in 
the court house of St. Clair County, Alabama, or at such other suitable 
place as may be provided by the commissioners Court of St. Clair County, 
and it shall be the: duty of the Commissoioners Court of St. Clair County 
to provide such office and supply the same with all furnishings, fixtures, 
stationery, telephone and other supplies necessary to enable to the 
judges of said court to efficiently conduct the affairs of his office. The 
said judge shall receive an additional sum of $600.00 per annum for 
a secretary payable in twelve equal monthly installments out of the 
county treasury at the end of each month, his signed receipt being re- 
quired. ; 


Section 8. The Judge of said Court shall have the right and power 
to determine and fix the time of holding the sessions of said Court for 
the trial of all cases, as he may deem expedient; provided, however, a 
session of said Court for the trial of criminal and civil cases shall be held 
at least once in each calendar month. 
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Section 9. Any party feeling aggrieved from the judgment of said 
Court rendered in any civil cause, may appeal from said judgment to the 
Circuit Court of St. Clair County, Alabama, by giving security for the 
costs, the same to be approved by the Clerk or Judge of said St. Clair 
County Law and Equity Court of St. Clair County, Alabama, or if the 
party desiring to appeal wishes to supersede the judgment of said court 
then he may give security for costs and a supersedeas bond in double the 
amount of the judgment, to be approved by the judge or clerk or said 
court. All appeals from judgments in civil causes in said court shall be 
taken to the Circuit Court within thirty days after the rendition of the 
judgment and all appeals taken from said court shall be tried de novo 
in the Circuit Court in any case appealed from said court to the Circuit 
Court. The appellant within ten days, after the perfection of his appeal 
and the appellee, within ten days after notice of appeal is served on 
him, may have the issues of fact tried by a jury in the Circuit Court by 
filing with the Clerk of the Circuit Court a written demand for a trial 
of said cause by a jury. 


Section 10. In all criminal cases of conviction in said St. Clair 
County Law and Equity Court of St. Clair County, Alabama the de- 
fendant shall have the right of appeal to the Circuit Court of St. Clair 
County, on entering into bond, with sufficient surety, to appear at the 
term of the Court to which the appeal is taken, and from term to term 
until discharged; the bond to be in such penalty as the Judge of the said 
St. Clair County Law and Equity Court of St. Clair County, Alabama 
may prescribe, and to be approved by the Judge or Clerk of said court. 
If the defendant does not make the bond required he shall remain in 
custody and said defendant may, within ten days after taking said appeal, 
demand in said Circuit Court a trial by jury; otherwise, said case shall 
be tried by the Court without a jury. 


Section 11. That the Supreme Court and court of Appeals of this 
state shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court 
and the judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner as 
such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the state, 
and the judge thereof, and appeals may be taken from the order and 
judgments of said court while sitting as a Court of Equity to the Supreme 
Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and within the same 
time, as appeals are now taken from the orders and judgments of the 
Circuit Courts of the State (except as herein provided for appeals to the 
Circuit Court). The same rules, regulations and laws applicable, to ap- 
peals from the Circuit Court in Equity, to the Supreme Court or Court of 
Appeals shall govern appeals in all Equity cases from the St. Clair 
County Law and Equity Court of St. Clair County to the Supreme Court 
or Court of Appeals, unless otherwise provided in this Act. 


Section 12. That there shall not be any jury trails in the St. Clair 
County Law and Equity Court of St. Clair County in the trial of civil and 
criminal cases but the Judge of said Court shall have the authority and 
power in all equity cases to draw and empenel petit juries for the trial of 
the issues of fact of all equity cases in which the parties are entitled by 
law to a trial by jury, as provided by Title 7 Section 322, 1940 Code of 
Alabama. In the trial of any such equity case by a jury Section 323, 324, 
325 and 326, Title 7, 1940 Code of Alabama, shall govern the Court in the 
trial summoning and paying of the jurors. 


Section 13. All cases in equity, now or hereafter pending in the 
Circuit Court of St. Clair Cunty, Alabama may be, by agreement of the 
parties thereto, transferred from the said Circuit Court to St. Clair 
County Law and Equity Court of St. Clair County. 


Section 14. That the procedure, practice and rules governing the 
Circuit Courts of Alabama now or which hereafter may be adopted, shall 
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in all things apply to and govern the procedure and practice of the St. 
Clair County law and Equity Court except as otherwise provided herein. 


Section 15. The Sheriff of St. Clair County shall, in person or by a 
deputy, appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by the judge 
of said court, be required to attend upon said court in preserving order, 
and execute all writs of process and perform such other duties, in all 
respects as in the Circuit Court of this State, and such deputy required 
for attendance upon said session of said court, shall receive the sum of 
$5.00 per day, payable out of the county treasury upon the warrant of 
the judge of said court, provided that such deputy shall not receive pay 
except for the time that the Court is actually in session and none of 
such cmpensation to the deputy shall be shared in by the Sheriff, and 
for the service by the sheriff of the process of said court, he shall receive 
such compensation as he receives under the law of the State of Alabama 
or any laws enacted in the future by the Legislature of Alabama fr the 
compensation of the sheriff for similar services in the Circuit Court, ex- 
cept as herein otherwise provided. 


Section 16. That if, for any reason, fortfeiture be taken on any 
bond on the criminal side of said Court the court may order the alias 
capias returnable instanter or within ten days, and unless the party or 
parties against whom the forfeiture is taken shall appear and show cause, 
when the forfeiture is returnable, why the fortfeiture should be set aside 
then the oo is hereby authorized and empowered to make the judg- 
ment final. 


Section 17. That the judge of the St. Clair Clair County Law and 
Equity Court of St. Clair County shall adopt a seal for the law side of 
the docket of the St. Clair County Law and Equity Court which shall be 
kept in the custody and control of the clerk of the court. 


Section 18. That the judge of the Sf. Clair County Law and Equity 
Court of St. Clair County shall adopt a seal for the equity side of the 
docket for the St. Clair County Law and Equity Court which shall be 
kept in the custody and control of the register of the court. 


Section 19. When the summons, writ of attachment, summons and 
complaint in attachment, or other process either in law or in equity has 
been executed on the defendant or service perfected on him, as required 
by law, the defendant, shall appear and plead, answer, or demur thereto 
within the time now, or which hereafter may be, provided by law, in the 
Circuit Court. 


Section 20. That the said St. Clair County Law and Equity Court 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction over children and the judge of said St. 
Clair County Law and Equity Court shall be the Judge of the Juvenile 
Court; it being the intention to confer complete full, unlimited and ex- 
clusive jurisdiction upon the St, Clair County Law and Equity Court 
of all juvenile matters and juvenile jurisdiction in St. Clair County, Ala- 
bama, as now provided under Title 13, Chapter 7, Sections 350 to 383, 
both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, or as hereafter amended, 
and appeals in such cases shall be as provided by law. The Clerk of the 
St. Clair County Law and Equity Court is hereby made the Clerk of such 
Court exercising such jurisdiction over juvenile matters. 


Section 21. That this Court shall have exclusive and original juris- 
diction of all cases arising under Title 34, Article 3, Sections 89 to 104, 
both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, or as hereafter amended, 
which Article 3 is entitled Desertion and Non-Support. That the trial 
of such cases shall be by the Court without a jury and appeals in such 
cases shall be as provided by law. That the Judge of said St. Clair County 
Law and Equity Court shall be the Judge of the Domestic Relations 
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Court, it being the intention to confer complete, full, unlimited and ex- 
clusive jurisdiction upon the St. Clair County Law and Equity Court of 
all domestic relations matters arising under Title 34, Article 3, Section 
89 to 104, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended 
of as hereafter may be amended. 


Section 22: Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in St. Clair 
County may be instituted in the said court by making an affidavit before 
the judge, clerk, or the solicitor of said court, and when the defendant 
is arrested on said affidavit and warrant, the case shall go on the docket 
for trial, and be tried as though the defendant has been indicted by a 
grand jury provided, however, that the affidavit or complaint may be 
amended, as now provided for amendment of such papers by Section 347, 
Title 13 Code 6 Alabama of 1940. All affidavits or warrants for criminal 
or quasi criminal acts, or whatever kind issued by the Justices of Peace 
of St. Clair County shall be returnable to this Court. 


Section 23. The Judge or Solicitor of said Court and Justices of the 
Peace shall have power to issue search warrants. The Judge’ of said 
court shall have power to issue writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, 
certiorari, quo warranto, injunctions and all other special and extraordi~ 
nary writs, and the procedure, practice and rules of the Circuit courts of 
Alabama relating to such writs as are now, or which hereafter may be 
provided by law, except as otherwise provided in this Act, shail prevail 
in the St. Clair County Law and Equity Court, and the Judge thereof 
shall have the same powers and authority, including punishment for con- 
tempt as is or hereafter may be conferred upon the judges of the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama, unless otherwise provided in this Act. 


Section 24. The Judge of the St. Clair County Law and Equity 
Court shall have the power and the authority to secure the services of a 
competent Court Reporter to attend the sessions of the Court and report 
all cases tried when request therefor is made by any party to the suit. 
The Reporter shall serve at the will and pleasure of the Judge of said 
Court. The Reporter shall receive a minimum of $10.00 and a maximum 
of $25.00 for each day, or fraction thereof, that he or she is called upon 
to serve, to be paid out of the County Treasury of the County on a war- 
rant drawn thereon by the Judge of said Court and in addition he or she 
shall receive for his or her own use from the parties interested, at their 
request, fifteen cents (15¢) per hundred words for making a transcript 
of evidence taken by such reporter and appending thereto his or her 
certificate to the correctness of the same; and five cents (5c) per hundred 
words for each copy thereof, to be paid to said Reporter in advance, upon 
ordering such transcript or copy thereof. The Reporter shall be required 
to keep his or her notes for public use and insepection. 


Section 25. That from and after the passage of this Act, all fines 
and forfeitures assessed and collected in said court shall be deposited 
in the General Fund of St. Clair County, Alabama, except as otherwise 
provided by law. 


Section 26. That claims accruing in the St. Clair County Law and 
Equity Court will be claims against said fund, and such claims must be 
paid in the order in which they are registered, as provided by law. 


Section 27. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said Court to keep a 
record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before the judge, 
clerk or solicitor of said court, or returnable by a justice of the peace to 
said court and if any of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certi- 
fied copy of the said record shall be used the same as the original affi- 
davit and for recording each of said affidavits, the Clerk shall receive a 
fee ae Seventy-five cents to be taxed as costs in case of the defendant’s 
enviction. 
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Section 28. Judgments or decrees rendered by the St. Clair County 
Law and Equity Court shall be a lien on the property of the Judgment 
debt or which is subject to levy and sale under execution in the same 
manner and for the same period of time as is now, or as hereafter may’ 
be, provided by law for courts of record of this state upon the filing in 
the Office of a Judge of Probate of a certificate of the said judgment or 
decree issued by the Clerk or Register of the said court as it now, or as 
hereafter may be, provided by law; and the said judgment or decree may 
be revived in the manner now, or as hereafter may be provided by law. 


Section 29. The venue of any case in the said St. Clair County Law 
and Equity Court may be changed to other counties as it is now, or as it 
hereafter may be, provided by law for the several Circuit Courts of like 
jurisdiction. 


Section 30. That final judgments rendered in said court shall, after 
the expiration of thirty days from their rendiction, be taken and deemed 
to have passed beyond the control of said court, as if the term of court 
at which judgments were rendered had ended, provided however, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties applying for a new 
trial or rehearing within thirty days, or change or destroy the office of 
motion for new trials or rehearings, when so made, or shall prevent 
parties from applying to the court for rehearing under statutes au- 
thorizing applications for rehearing in the Circuit Court. 


Section 31. That there shall be taxed against the defendant on con- 
viction the same solicitor’s fee and the same shall be collected in the way 
provided by law for taxing and collecting solicitor’s fees in the Circuit 
Court, and when collected shall be paid into the treasury of St. Clair 
County, Alabama. 


Section 32. That the County Court and the Juvenile Court of St. 
Clair County. are hereby abolished, and from the effective date of this 
Act shall no longer exist, and no officer of this State shall collect any 
fees or salaries because of said Courts, or for services rendered in said 
courts and all cases pending in said County Court and Juvenile Court, 
and all Inferior Courts of St. Clair County, Alabama, when this Act 
becomes law, shall immediately become pending upon the docket of the 
St. Clair County Law and Equity Court, as though originally brought in 
said Courts, and shall be called for trial on the first Monday in the month 
following the effective date of this act. 


Section 32-B That the Inferior Court of St. Clair County is hereby 
abolished at the expiration of the present term, ending the second Tues- 
day after the first Monday in January 1969. 


Section 33. That a trial tax of three dollars ($3.00) shall be im- 
posed in each case, civil, criminal and equity, which is docketed in said 
St. Clair County Law and Equity Court, to be taxed and collected as 
other costs, and when collected, to be paid by the Clerk or Register of 
said St. Clair County Law and Equity Court into the general funds of 
the county as other costs, provided, how ever that in civil cases at law 
where the amount involved is Fifty Dollars or less, a trial tax of only 
$1.00 shall be imposed and collected, provided further that in all erimi- 
nal cases where the defendant is charged with violating any of the 
provisions of Title 36 of the 1940 Code of Alabama and pleads guilty, no 
trial tax shall be imposed or collected. 


Section 34. This Act shall in no way affect the present authority 
and jurisdiction of Municipal Courts. 


Section 35. Witnesses summoned and attending the St. Clair County 
Law and Equity Court shall be entitled to the same per diem and mileage 
as are paid witnesses in the Circuit Court of St. Clair County, Alabama. 
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Section 36. That the Ex Officio Clerk of the St. Clair County Law 
and Equity Court shall receive as ex-ffcio fees for ex-officio duties per- 
formed as Clerk of the St. Clair County Law and Equity Court the same 
amount which he is paid by the Circuit Court as provided by Title 11, 
Section 4, 1940 Code of Alabama, as amended. Such sum to be paid in 
twelve monthly installments of the General Fund of St. Clair County 
Alabama. 


Section 37. That the Clerk and Register, with the approval of the 
Judge of said Court, are hereby authorized and required to purchase all 
necessary furnishings, records, stationery and supplies for the equipment 
and maintenance of said court, and the same shall be paid out of the 
county, treasury upon warrants drawn by the Judge and signed by the 
clerk. 


Section 38. That if, for any reason, any section, provision or clause 
of this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, that fact shall 
not destroy the constitutionality of this Act except as to the clause or 
section. 


Section 39. That all laws in conflict with this Act are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 40. That this Act upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor or its otherwise becoming law, shall become effective on 
January 1, 1966.

AN ACT 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama relating to 
legislative apportionment. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 


bama 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof when 
approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law: 
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Proposed Amendment 


1. The house of representatives shall consist of one hundred and 
twenty members apportioned among representatives districts composed 
of one or more counties. Each district shall have and elect one or more 
representatives, to be determined as follows: Divide the whole number 
of inhabitants of the state as determined by the most recent federal 
decennial census by 120, and the quotient thus obtained shall be the base 
population unit for which a representative shall be assigned; assign one 
representative to each county whose population exceeds fifty per cent 
(50%) of the base population unit; combine every county not entitled to 
a representative with an adjoining county, or counties, also not en- 
titled to a representative so that their combined populations shall exceed 
fifty per cent (50%) of the base population unit; if a county, not alone 
entitled to a representative, should not adjoin a similar county then 
combine such county with the smallest adjacent county; thereafter treat 
each multiple county district as a single unit; assign one representative 
to each multiple county district which is made up entirely of counties 
to which no repreesntative has been assigned; assign additional repre- 
sentatives to the various counties, or multiple county districts, on the 
basis of one representative for each full one hundred per cent (100%) 
that each of their populations shall exceed fifty per cent (50%) of the 
base population unit; if the total number of representatives then assigned 
should be less than one hundred and twenty (120), assign one additional 
representative to each of those counties, or multiple county districts, 
having the largest remaining fractions of their population against which 
no representative shall have been assigned until a total of one hundred 
and twenty (120) shall have been assigned or if the total number of 
representatives then assigned should exceed one hundred and twenty 
(120) withdraw one representative from each county, or multiple county 
district, having more than one representative and the smallest remaining 
fractions of their population against which no representative shall have 
been assigned until the total number assigned shall be one hundred and 
twenty (120). 


2. An apportionment of representatives shall be made by the legis- 
lature at its first regular session next following publication of the 
federal decennial census of the population. If an apportionment is not so 
made, the secretary of state shall submit to the governor a statement 
showing the whole number of persons in each county under the most 
recent federal decennial census, and the names of counties qualifying as 
single county districts and the county composition of combined county 
districts and the total number of representatives to which each district 
is entitled under an apportionment made in the manner prescribed by 
this article of amendment. Within thirty days after receipt of such 
statement from the secretary of state, the governor shall declare by 
proclamation the apportionment of representatives as submitted by the 
secretary of state and such reapportionment shall have full force and 
effect as law in the same manner and to the same extent as though 
enacted by the legislature.

BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED 


H. 82. To amend Section 25 of Title 51 Code of Alabama, 1940, to 
exempt insurance companies upon which a premiums tax is imposed and 
their shareholders from the taxation of corporate shares of stock. 


Based upon estimates of State Department of Revenue, the loss of 
eneral revenues of the State for 1962 would have been approximately 
16,290; for 1965, $17,500; based upon actual survey of domestic stock in- 

surance companies owning 98% of assets of such companies in Alabama, 
loss to general revenues of State for 1964 would be approximately $5,500.

Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 97 (with amendment). To regulate the sale, purchase, posses- 
sion and use of dynamite, tri-nitro-toluene (TNT), blasting caps or fuse 
or electric detonators; requiring permits for such purchases or possession 
and certain uses; providing for records and reports; and prescribing 
penalties for violations. 


Mr. Branyon, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 226. To amend Section 1, and to amend further Section 2, as 
amended, of Act No. 208, S. 193, Regular Session 1955 (Acts 1955, p. 707), 
an Act providing for the issuance of distinctive motor vehicle license 
plates or tags to members of the National Guard and Air National Guard 
of Alabama, so as to authorize the issuance of such license plates or tags 
to retired members of such organizations, and to prescribe how such 
retired members shall submit proof of their status. 


Mr. Bassett, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legisla- 
tion No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 203. Relating to Bibb County, regulating the pay of members of 
the county board of equalization, and providing for the payment of 
additional compensation from the county treasury.

To provide an optional plan by which the county govern- 
ing body of all counties having populations of not less than 76,000 nor 
more than 96,000 according to the most recent federal decennial census 
may establish two or more voting places within an election precinct, 
to direct the grouping of names of qualified registered voters within 
such precinct in alphabetical order and the assignment of such groups 
to a designated voting place; to require the publication of such group- 
lists and their respective assignments to voting places within said 
precinct. 


H. 236. To provide a mileage allowance for the chairman and mem- 
bers of the county governing body in all counties having populations of 
not less than 17,400 nor more than 17,800, according to the most recent 
federal decennial census. 


H. 237. To regulate the compensation of members of the county 
board of registrars in all counties having populations of not less than 
19,500 nor more than 20,000, according to the most recent federal decen- 
nial census; providing for payment of additional compensation from the 
county treasury. 


Mr. Engel, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legisla- 
tion No. 3, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 82. Relating to the powers of cities having populations of not less 
than 200,000 and not more than 300,000 according to the most recent 
federal decennial census; authorizing the governing bodies of such cities 
to adopt ordinances to permit certain commissions for the preservation 
and protection of the historic architectural character of the city and the 
promotion of historic districts as tourist attractions, to provide certain 
outdoor dining facilities in connection with such promotion; amending 
aaa 3 of Act No. 356, H. 627, Regular Session 1963 (Acts 1963, p. 
855). 


Mr. Bevill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Constitution 
and Elections, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 227. Relating to elections; to require each registered elector to 
procure a voter’s identification card; providing for the issuance of such 
cards; providing that no person who has not obtained such a card shall be 
entitled to vote in any election or primary election, unless he votes a

Mr. Brewer, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 235. To provide a measure of protection to counties which are not 
represented by residents or qualified electors of the county in the house 
of representatives of the Alabama Legislature by authorizing and pro- 
viding for legislative agents for all such counties; to prescribe the duties, 
qualifications and compensation of legislative agents; to provide for their 
election, term of office and removal from office; and to provide for 
filling vacancies in such office. 


Mr. Drake, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on State 
Administration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favor- 
able report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 228. To amend further Code of Alabama 1940, Title 22, Section 
208, so as to bring the employees of the state milk control board into the 
state personnel system; prescribing which of such employees shall be 
in the classified service of the state and subject to the State Merit Sys- 
tem Act, and which shall be in the exempt service under such act. 


Mr. Goldthwaite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Insurance, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 90. TO AMEND Title 28, Section 1, Code of Alabama (1940), to 
provide that all insurance corporation applying for an original certificate 
of authority to do business in this state shall have and maintain unim- 
paired paid-in capital (if a stock insurer) or unimpaired surplus (if a 
mutual or reciprocal insurer) of two hundred thousand dollars, plus, in 
either case, surplus or additional surplus of three hundred thousand 
dollars; to provide that such corporations already licensed may maintain 
present capital and surplus requirements; and for other purposes. 


H. 89. TO AMEND Section 1 of Act 347 of the General Acts of Ala- 
bama 1947. now codified as Title 28, Section 264, Code of Alabama

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authorities in counties having a population of 500,000 or more according 
to the last or any subsequent federal census which have been or may be 
created or organized under Chapter 3, of Title 50, of the 1958 Recompiled 
Code of Alabama (General Acts 1935, page 72, as amended by General 
Acts, 1956, 2nd Extra Session, page 359, and by General Acts, 1957, page 
611); and to provide for the payment or assumption of all obligations of 
such authority or authorities in the event of any such merger, sale or 
dissolution” is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2: Chapter 3 of Title 50 of the 1958 Recompiled Code of

of the qualified electors voting in those voting boxes, the territory of 
which are in whole or in part within the territory of the said authority. 
No proposal for such sale, transfer and conveyance shall be submitted to 
such electors until and unless a definitive contract has been entered into 
contingent upon an approval of a majority of such electors voting in an 
election to be called and held for the purpose of submitting such pro-

and provision made for the casting of an affirmative or negative vote. 
Upon receipt of a certified copy of such resolution, the Probate Judge 
shall designate the day for the holding of a special election on such 
question, which said election shall be held not less than thirty (30) days 
nor more than one hundred twenty (120) days next following the execu- 
tion of such contract, but shall be held at the next general, special or 
local election otherwise being held if said next general, special or local 
election is to be held within said time. Not less than ten days prior 
to such election, said Probate Judge shall cause a notice of such election 
together with a true and correct copy of such contract or agreement to 
be posted in at least three public places within the authority’s territory. 
The provisions of the election law covering the registration of voters, 
equipment of polling places, furnishing of supplies, appointment of elec- 
tion officers, and voting and canvassing of returns at a general election 
shall apply to such election.

WHEREAS, the Board of Corrections is currently en- 
gaged at Draper Correctional Center in an unusually promising experi-

WHEREAS, this program was initiated and is being conducted under 
a contract with the Federal Manpower Training and Development Pro- 
gram which will expire October 29, 1965; and 


WHEREAS, among the objectives of this program are: The selection 
and training of a group of incarcerated, youthful offenders, who soon 
will be eligible for parole; their placement in jobs, after parole; the 
furnishing of follow-up services to them through counseling with them, 
their families and their employers; the providing of accredited field train- 
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ing experiences for college students studying guidance and training by 
utilizing such students in the program; and the compilation and evalua- 
tion of data to substantiate the contention that vocational training and 
intensive counseling can reduce the rate of recidivism; and

Cullman, Walker, one; Lamar, Fayette, Pickens, Greene Hale, one; Sum-

2. An apportionment of representatives shall be made by the legis- 
lature at its first regular session next following publication of the fed- 
eral decennial census of the population. If an appcrtionment is not sa 
made, the secretary of state shall submit to the governor a statement 
showing the whole number of persons in each county under the most 
recent federal decennial census, and the names of counties qualifying 
as single county districts and the county composition of combined county 
districts and the total number of representatives to which each county 
is entitled under an apportionment made in the manner prescribed by 
this article of amendment. Within thirty days after receipt of such 
statement from the secretary of state, the governor shall declare by 
proclamation the apportionment of representatives as submitted by the 
secretary of state and such reapportionment shall have full force and 
effect as law in the same manner and to the same extent as though 
enacted by the legislature. 


3. Representatives shall be elected at large by the electors of the 
whole district. Each place to be filled shall be numbered and each 
candidate for office shall designate in the announcement of his ecandi- 
dacy the number of the place for which he is a candidate. No person 
shall be a candidate for more than one place at the same time. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months 
from the final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. 
The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 
284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 
1, Article 18, Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
State.

extent covered by such irrevocable trust fund, be excluded from any 
computation for the purposes of the said act of the amount of principal 
and interest to become due on outstanding warrants of a county payable 
from its share of the said state tax.

under the provisions of Section 215 of the Constitution of Alabama for 
the payment of any debt or liability created for the erection of public 
buildings, bridges or roads, and which pertains to the issuance by each 
such county of warrants in anticipation of the receipt by such county 
of its share of the gasoline tax levied by the State of Alabama and dis- 
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tributed among counties under the provisions of Sections 655 and 657 of 
Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended; to authorize and 
provide for the issuance by each such county of refunding warrants pay- 
able out of the county’s share of the said state tax for the purpose of 
refunding then outstanding warrants of the county payable from the 
same source; and to provide that any principal or interest payment of 
which is provided for by an irrevocable trust fund shall, to the extent 
covered by such irrevocable trust fund, be excluded from any computa- 
tion for the purposes of the said act of the amount of principal and in- 
terest to become due on outstanding warrants of a county payable from 
its share of the said state tax. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 2 of Act No. 728 adopted at the 1953 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama shall be amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 2. The governing body of each such county, in addition to 
all other powers which it may now have, is hereby empowered from 
time to time to authorize, sell and issue interest bearing warrants of the 
county in anticipation of and payable solely out of that portion of the 
tax levied by the State of Alabama under the provisions of Section 647 
of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and any tax that may here- 
after be levied in lieu thereof, which shall be distributed to the county 
under the provisions of Sections 655 and 657 of Title 51 of said code, as 
amended. Said warrants may be in such denomination or denominations, 
may have such maturity or maturities not exceeding twenty years from 
their date, may bear interest at such rate or rates not exceeding 6% per 
annum, may be made payable at such place or places whether within or 
without this state, and may be sold at such time or times and in such 
manner, whether publicly or privately, all as the governing body of the 
county shall determine most advisably by resolution duly adopted at any 
lawful meeting of such governing body; provided, that the maturities of 
said warrants shall be so computed that the principal thereof and interest 
thereon payable during any subsequent fiscal year of the issuing county, 
when added to the principal and interest payable during each such sub- 
sequent fiscal year on all other warrants of such county then outstand- 
ing which are payable solely out of that portion of said state tax dis- 
tributed to the county under the provisions of Sections 655 and 657 of 
Title 51 of said code, as amended, whether such other warrants were 
issued under this act or any other law, shall not exceed 50% of the 
amount distributed to such county under the provisions of Sections 655 
and 657, as amended, during its fiscal year next preceding the fiscal 
year in which said warrants shall be issued; provided, however, that if 
an irrevocable trust fund consisting of (1) cash, (2) direct general 
obligations of the United States of America, (3) bank certificates of de- 
posit secured by an equal face amount of direct general obligations of the 
said United States, or (4) any combination of the items referred to in 
the foregoing phrases numbered (1), (2) and (3) in this proviso, shall 
be established for retirement of all or part of the principal of or interest 
on any outstanding warrants, then, to such extent as the retirement 
thereof shall be provided for by the said trust fund (including the cash 
therein and all sums due to be paid into the trust fund under the terms 
of any such United States obligations or of any such certificates of 
deposit), the said principal and interest shall be excluded from any com- 
putation for the purposes of this sentence of the amount of principal and 
interest maturing with respect to outstanding warrants. The general 
faith and credit of the county shall not be pledged to the payment of 
warrants issued under the provisions of this act nor shall they be general 
obligations of the county, and for payment of the principal thereof and 
interest thereon the holder or holders thereof shall look solely to the 
proceeds which may be distributed to the county from the said state tax. 
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Section 2. Section 4 of the said Act No. 728 shall be amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 4. The proceeds derived from the warrants issued under 
the provisions of this act, other than refunding warrants, shall be used 
for the construction, surfacing, resurfacing, grading and draining of roads, 
streets, bridges and causeways in the county issuing the same and for 
payment of the expenses incurred by the county in the authorization and 
issuance of said warrants.” 


Section 3. The said Act No. 728 shall be amended by adding at the 
end of Section 4 thereof the following: 


“Section 4A. Each county subject to the provisions of this act may 
from time to time sell and issue refunding warrants for the purpose of 
refunding the principal of and the interest then accrued on warrants of 
the said county then outstanding that are payable solely out of that por- 
tion of the said state tax distributed to the county under the provisions of 
Sections 655 and 657 of Title 51 of the said Code, as amended, whether 
such then outstanding warrants were issued under the provisions of this 
act or any other statute, whether or not the principal of such outstanding 
warrants shall have matured at the time of the issuance of the refunding 
warrants and regardless of the date on which the warrants to be re- 
funded shall have a stated maturity or be subject to redemption, and re- 
gardless also of whether any warrants to be refunded, if subject to re- 
demption prior to maturity at the option of the county, are to be 
called for such redemption. Any premium necessary to redeem or retire 
the warrants to be so refunded and the expenses of issuing the refund- 
ing warrants may be paid out of the proceeds from the refunding war- 
rants; and the total principal amount of the refunding warrants shall not 
exceed the principal of the warrants to be refunded, the interest ac- 
crued thereon to the date of the issuance of the refunding warrants, any 
such premium, and the expenses of issuing the refunding warrants. The 
principal proceeds from the sale of any re cee warrants may be used 
only for the purpose of payment of the items (including principal, ac- 
crued interest, redemption premium and expenses) referred to in the 
preceding sentence. Except for the use of the proceeds therefrom, all 
of the provisions of this act relating to warrants shall be applicable to 
refunding warrants issued hereunder. 


Section 4. If any provision of this act shall be held invalid by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect any other 
provision hereof that is not of itself invalid. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

is provided for by trust fund. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 57 adopted at the 1959 Second Extra- 
ordinary Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as heretofore amended, 
shall be and is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. Any county board of education and any city board of 
education may issue and sell interest bearing tax anticipation warrants 
for the purpose of paying the costs of erecting, acquiring, providing, con- 
structing, purchasing, altering, enlarging, improving, repairing and 
equipping school buildings, school playgrounds and buildings for housing 
and repairing school busses, and for the purpose of purchasing school 
busses, or for any one or more of such purposes. Warrants issued under 
the provisions of this act shall not be general obligations of the board of 
education issuing such warrants but shall be payable, as to both principal 
and interest. solely out of one of the following: (a) the proceeds of any 
ad valorem tax voted under the constitution for the purpose of paying 
such warrants, or for school purposes generally, and paid, apportioned or 
allocated to or for the benefit of the board of education issuing such 
warrants, (b) the proceeds of any ad valorem tax that may be paid, ap- 
portioned or allocated to or for the benefit of the board of education is- 
suing such warrants, or (c) the proceeds of any privilege, license or 
excise tax or taxes that may be paid, apportioned or allocated to or for 
the benefit of the board of education issuing such warrants. Any board 
of education issuing any warrants hereunder shall specify, in the pro- 
ceedings authorizing such warrants, the tax proceeds out of which such 
warrants are to be payable and shall secure payment of the principal 
thereof and the interest thereon by a pledge of so much as may be neces- 
ary therefor of such tax proceeds. If any such board of education makes 
more than one such pledge with respect to the proceeds from the same 
tax, then such pledges shall take precedence in the order in which they 
are made unless the proceedings making the pledge prior in time shall 
specifically provide that such pledge shall be on a parity with or sub- 
ordinate to a subsequent pledge of the same tax proceeds. Warrants 
issued pursuant to the provisions of this act shall constitute preferred 
claims against the tax proceeds out of which they are payable, subject 
to prior pledges, and shall have preference over claims for salaries or 
other operating expenses or any other purpose. No board of education 
may issue, under the provisions of this act, warrants payable out of the 
proceeds of any ad valorem tax if the principal and interest maturing in 
the same fiscal year on all warrants of such board of eduaction then out- 
standing and constituting preferred claims against said ad valorem tax, 
would exceed eighty per cent of the annual proceeds of said ad valorem 
tax, computed upon the basis of the last assessed valuation on which 
taxes were due and payable, of the county or the district, as the case 
may be, as certified by the county tax assessor; provided, however, that 
if an irrevocable trust fund consisting of (1) cash, (2) direct general 
obligations of the United States of erica, (3) bank certificates of 
deposit secured by not less than an equal face amount of direct general 
obligations of the said United States, or (4) any combination of the items 
referred to in the foregoing phrases numbered (1), (2) and (3) in this 
proviso, shall be established for retirement of all or any part of the prin- 
cipal and interest on any outstanding warrants of a board of education, 
then to such extent as the retirement thereof shall be provided for by 
the said trust fund (including the cash therein and all sums due to be 
paid into the trust fund under the terms of any such United States obli- 
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gations or of any such certificates of deposit), the said principal and in- 
‘terest shall be excluded from any computation for the purposes of this 
sentence of the amount of principal and interest maturing with respect 
to outstanding warrants.” 


Section 2. Section 3 of the said Act No. 57, as heretofore amended, 
shall be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. Any county board of education and any city board of 
education may from time to time sell and issue refunding warrants for 
the purpose of refunding the principal of warrants then outstanding that 
were issued by the said board of education under the provisions of either 
this act or any other act or statute, and the interest accrued on the war-

of each such Authority; to specify the powers of each such Authority; 
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to endow each such Authority with eminent domain powers; to provide 
that laws, ordinances and regulations relating to the advertising and 
award of construction or purchase contracts which are applicable to the 
city authorizing the establishment of the Authority shall also be applica- 
ble to each such Authority; to provide that any city having populations 
of not less than 70,000 nor more than 120,000 which authorizes establish- 
ment of such an Authority may aid and cooperate with such Authority 
in the planning, undertaking, acquisition, construction and operation 
of parking facilities and may lend, give, donate, sell, convey or transfer 
to any such Authority money, property or any right capable of transfer; 
to authorize issuance by each such Authority of interest bearing revenue 
bonds payable solely out of the revenues of the Authority issuing such 
bonds; to specify provisions of such revenue bonds issued by any such 
Authority and to provide that such revenue bonds shall be deemed ne- 
gotiable instruments; to provide that such revenue bonds issued by any 
such Authority may be secured by pledge of any of the revenues of the 
Authority issuing such bonds, whether the Authority’s right to such 
revenues then exists or may thereafter come into existence and by mort- 
gage on any property of any such Authority whether then in existence or 
thereafter acquired; to provide that such pledge may be provided for in 
an indenture between the Authority issuing such bonds and a trustee or 
by resolution providing for the issuance of the bonds; to provide that 
such pledge shall be valid and binding when made and effective against 
third parties without notice from the time a statement thereof is filed in 
the office of the judge of probate of the county in which the principal 
office of the Authority is located; to provide that any such Authority 
may include in any indenture or resolution authorizing the issuance of 
such bonds provisions customarily contained in instruments securing 
evidence of indebtedness; to provide that bonds issued and contracts en- 
tered into by any such Authority pursuant to this Act shall not constitute 
or create a debt of the State or of any political subdivision thereof; to 
specify the uses to which the proceeds of revenue bonds issued by any 
such Authority may be put; to authorize the refunding of said bonds; 
to provide for remedies in the event of any default; to exempt from ail 
taxation the bonds issued by any such Authority and the income there- 
from and the property and income of any said Authority; to authorize 
the investment of any idle funds of any county, city or town within this 
State in bonds issued by any such Authority; to provide that bonds issued 
by any such Authority shall be legal investments for fiduciaries, savings 
banks and insurance companies; to authorize the publication of notice 
of the adoption of any resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds by. 
any such Authority and specifying the time after such publication within 
which actions and defenses may be asserted respecting such bonds, 
pledge and indenture and the proceedings authorizing the same, and to 
provide for the dissolution of any such Authority and the disposition of 
its property.

On motion of Mr. Pennington the House concurred in and adopted 
pie Senet amendment to the bill, H. 214, said Senate amendment being 
as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to cities having a Pope nuee of not less than 70,000 nor 
more than 120,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal decen- 
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nial census; providing for the planning, design, location, financing, ac- 
quisition of property for, construction, alteration, enlargement, use, 
maintenance, operation, and fostering of off-street automobile parking 
facilities in such cities. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined and declared that in cities 
having a population of not less than 70,000 nor more than 120,000, ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census, that the 
free circulation of traffic of all kinds through the streets of said muni- 
cipalities within this state is necessary to the health, safety and general 
welfare of the public; that in recent years the greatly increased use by 
the public of motor vehicles of all kinds has caused serious traffic con- 
gestion in streets of said municipalities; that the parking of motor 
vehicles in the streets has contributed to this congestion; that such 
congestion prevents the free flow of traffic in, through and from such 
municipalities, impedes the rapid and effective fighting of fires and 
disposition of police force, threatens irreparable loss in the values of 
urban property within said cities which can no longer be readily reached 
by vehicular traffic and endangers the health, safety and welfare of the 
general public; that this traffic congestion is not capable of being ade- 
quately abated except by provisions of sufficient off-street parking 
facilities; that adequate off-street parking facilities have not been pro- 
vided and parking spaces now existing must be forthwith supplemented 
by off-street parking facilities provided by public undertaking; and that 
the enactment of the provisions of this Act is hereby declared to be a 
public necessity. This Act shall apply only to such cities. 


Section 2. The council or other governing body of ali cities within 
the State of Alabama, having a population of not less than 70,000 nor 
more than 120,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal decen- 
nial census, is hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, receive, take 
and hold, whether by purchase, gift, lease, devise, or otherwise, property 
of every description, whether real, personal or mixed, and to manage 
said property and to develop any undeveloped property owned, leased or 
controlled by such city for the purposes hereinafter set out; to execute 
such contracts and other instruments and to take such other action as 
may be necessary and convenient to carry out the provisions of this Act 
or to exercise the power granted hereunder; to plan, establish, acquire, 
construct, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, operate, regulate and protect 
parking facilities; to lease or let such facilities or any one or more 
of them to such tenant or tenants for such term, or terms, at such com- 
pensation or rental as the council or other governing body may from 
time to time direct; to issue interest bearing revenue bonds payable 
from the limited sources hereinafter referred to; to pledge for payment 
of such bonds any revenues or funds which such bonds are made pay- 
able; to make and enter into contracts, leases and agreements incidental 
to or necessary for the accomplishment of any purpose or purposes au- 
thorized by this Act; to make and enforce rules and regulations govern- 
ing the use of any parking facilities owned or controlled by said city; 
to cooperate with the State, any County, city, town, public, corporation, 
agency, department, or political subdivision of the State, and to make 
such contracts with them or any of them as the council or other govern- 
ing body may deem advisable to accomplish the purposes of this Act; 
to receive and accept grants for or in aid of the construction, extension 
improvement, maintenance or operation of any parking facility from the 
United States of America or any agency thereof, from the state, any 
department or agency thereof and any political subdivision thereof and 
to receive and accept money, property, labor or other things of value 
from any source whatsoever; and to do any and all things necessary or 
convenient for the exercise of any power herein granted. 
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Section 3. The council or other governing body of any such city is 
hereby specifically authorized to lease any said parking facilities con- 
structed under the provisions of this Act; provided, however, that prior 
to leasing any such parking facility the council or other governing body 
must determine and find the following: the amount necessary in each 
year to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds proposed to be 
issued to finance such project; the amount necessary to be paid each year 
into any reserve fund which the council or other governing body may! 
deem it advisable to establish in connection with the retirement of said 
bonds and the maintenance of said parking facility of facilities; and, 
unless the terms under which the project is to be leased, provided that 
the lessee shall maintain the project and carry all proper insurance 
(including liability insurance) with respect thereto, the estimated cost of 
maintaining the parking facility in good repair and keeping it properly 
insured. The lease agreement shall provide for the payment of rentals 
based on such findings and determinations as are sufficient (a) to pay 
the principal of and interest on the bonds issued to finance the parking 
facility, (b) to build up and maintain any reserves deemed by the coun- 
cil or other governing body to be advisable in connection therewith, 
(c) unless the agreement of lease obligates the lessee to pay for the 
maintenance and proper insurance (including liability insurance) of the 
parking facility, to pay the cost of maintaining the parking facility in 
good repair and keeping it properly insured. The lease agreement may, at 
the discretion of the council or other governing body, contain provisions 
prescribing minimum operating hours, maximum charges to be collected 
by the operator, and other terms to be observed by the lessee. 


Section 4. The principal of and interest on any bonds issued under 
this Act shall be secured by a pledge of the revenues out of which such 
bonds may be made payable and may be secured by a mortgage cover- 
ing all or any part of any project or projects from which the revenues 
so pledged may be derived, and may be secured by a pledge of the lease 
of such project. The proceedings under which such bonds are authorized 
to be issued or any such mortgage may contain any agreements and pro- 
visions customarily contained in instruments securing bonds, including, 
without limiting the generality of the foregoing, provisions respecting 
the fixing and collection of rents for any project covered by such pro- 
ceedings or mortgage, the terms to be included in the lease of such 
project, the maintenance and issuance of such project, the creation and 
maintenance of special funds from the revenues from such project, and 
the rights and remedies available in event of default of the bond holders 
or to the trustee under a mortgage, all as the governing body shall deem 
advisable and as shall not be in conflict with the provisions of this Act; 
provided, however, that in making any such agreements or provisions a 
municipality shall not have the power to obligate itself except with re- 
spect to the project and the application of the revenues therefrom and 
shall not have the power to incur a pecuniary liability or a charge upon 
its general credit or against its taxing powers. The proceedings au- 
thorizing any bonds hereunder and any mortgage securing such bonds 
may provide that, in the event of default in payment of the principal of 
or the interest on such bonds or in the performance of any agreement 
contained in such proceedings or mortgage, such payment and perform- 
ance may be enforced by mandamus or by the appointment of a receiver 
in equity with power to charge and collect rents and to apply the 
revenues from the project in accordance with such proceedings or the 
provisions of such mortgage. Any such mortgage may provide also that, 
in the event of default in such payment or the violation of any agree- 
ment contained in the mortgage, the mortgage may be foreclosed either 
by sale at public outcry or by proceedings in equity, and may provide 
that any trustee under such mortgage or the holder of any of the bonds 
secured thereby may become the purchaser at any foreclosure sale if the 
highest bidder therefor. No breach of any such agreement shall impose 
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any pecuniary liability upon a municipality or any charge under its 
general credit or against its taxing powers. 


Section 5. Any bonds issued hereunder and at any time outstand- 
ing may at any time and from time to time be refunded by any such 
city by the issuance of its refunding bonds in such amount as the govern- 
ing body may deem necessary but not exceeding any amount sufficient 
to refund the principal of the bonds so to be refunded, together with 
any unpaid interest thereon and any premiums and commissions neces- 
sary to be paid in connection therewith. Any such refunding may be 
effected whether the bonds to be refunded shall have then matured or 
shall thereafter mature, either by sale of the refunding bonds and the 
application of the proceeds thereof for the payment of the bonds to be 
refunded thereby, or by exchange of the refunding bonds for the bonds 
to be refunded thereby; provided, that the holders of any bonds so to 
be refunded shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender 
their bonds for payment or exchange prior to the date on which they 
are payable, or if they are called for redemption, prior to the date on 
which they are by their terms subject to redemption. Any refunding 
bonds issued under the authority of this Act shall be payable solely 
from the revenues out of which the bonds to be refunded thereby were 
payable, and shall be subject to the provisions contained in Section 4 of 
this Act, and may be secured in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 3 of this Act. 


Section 6. The proceeds from the sale of any bonds issued under 
authority of this Act shall be applied only for the purpose for which 
the bonds were issued; provided, however, that any accrued interest and 
premium received in any such sale shall be applied to the payment of 
the principal of or the interest on the bonds sold; and provided, further, 
that if for any reason any portion of such proceeds shall not be needed 
for the purpose for which the bonds were issued, then such unneeded 
portion of said proceeds shall be applied to the payment of the principal 
of or the interest on said bonds, The cost of acquiring any project shall 
be deemed to include the following: the actual cost of the construction 
of any part of a project which may be constructed, including architect’s 
and engineer’s fees; the purchase price of any part of a project that may 
be acquired by purchase; all expenses in connection with the authoriza- 
tion, sale and issuance of the bonds to finance such acquisition; and the 
interest on such bonds for a reasonable time prior to construction, during 
construction, and for not exceeding six months after completion of con- 
struction. 


Section 7. Any such city subject to the provisions of this Act may 
pay out of its general funds or otherwise contribute any part of the 
costs of acquiring a project, and may use land already owned by the 
municipality, or in which the municipality has an equity, for construc- 
tion thereof of a project; and the municipality may accept donations of 
property to be used as a part of any project and money to be used for 
defraying any part of the cost of any project; provided, however, that 
where revenue bonds are issued, or to be issued, such city shall make no 
contribution of money or property nor obligate itself to make any contri- 
bution of money or property which would cause such bonds to be debts 
within the meaning of section 225 of the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama or bonds within the meaning of section 222 of the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama. 


Section 8. Bonds issued under the provisions of this Act shall be 
legal investments for banks and insurance companies organized under 
the laws of this state. ; 


Section 9. The bonds authorized by this Act and the income there- 
from, all mortgages executed’ as security therefor, all lease agreements 
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made pursuant to the provisions hereof, and all projects and the revenues 
derived from any lease thereof shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
state of Alabama. 


Section 10. Neither this Act nor anything herein contained shall be 
construed as a restriction or limitation upon any powers which a muni- 
cipality might otherwise have under any laws of this state, but shall be 
construed as cumulative; and this Act shall not be construed as requiring 
an election by the voters of a municipality prior to the issuance of bonds 
hereunder by such municipality unless required by the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama. 


Section 11. If any section, provision, or clause of this act shall be 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part or parts which remain. 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any wholesaler, jobber, distributor or retailer who shall 
be duly licensed by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board to 
store, sell or distribute malt or brewed beverages in any county having a 
population of 600,000 or more, according to the most recent federal decen- 
nial census, which county shall, pursuant to Title 29, Section 68, Alabama 
Code of 1940, have been designated as a “Wet County,” shall also be 
authorized to sell unpasteurized or draft beer, the prohibition in Title 
29, Section 34, Alabama Code of 1940, to the contrary notwithstanding, 
subject, however, to the following restrictions and conditions: 


(1) All statutes and all rules and regulations of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board which govern the storage, sale, distribution or 
consumption of malt or brewed beverages or place any tax or license 
thereon, including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing Titles 
29 and 51 of the Alabama Code of 1940, as amended, and all other laws 
prohibiting, restricting or taxing the sale of malt or brewed beverages 
generally or in certain locations or to persons under the age of twenty- 
one (21) years or to persons under the influence of alcohol or in any 
place where any person having a criminal record is employed. All acts 
or delinquencies made unlawful by Title 29, Sections 12, 21, 32, 33, 34, 
36, 37, 38, 39, 40, 41, 44, 56, 61, 62, 63, 64 and 69, Alabama Code of 
peer bee apply to acts or delinquencies with respect to unpasteurized or 

raft beer. 


(2) The Alcoholic Beverage Contro] Board shall have power to 
make additional rules and regulations governing the sale of unpasteurized 
or draft beer and to control the possession, sale, transportation and 
delivery of unpasteurized or draft beer and to grant, issue and suspend 
or revoke for cause, malt or brewed and vinous beverage licenses as pro- 
vided in Title 29, Section 5, Alabama Code of 1940. 


(3) The Board of Health in each county to which this act applies 
shall make reasonable rules and regulations, having the force and effect 
of law, not in conflict with the rules and regulations of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board, to require that unpasteurized or draft beer 
shall be continuously refrigerated from the time of its manufacture to 
the time of sale to the ultimate consumer and to impose such other re- 
quirements as to storage, transportation, sale and conditions of sale of 
such beer as the health of the consumer may require. A violation of any 
such rules and regulations shall constitute a misdemeanor. 


(4) The governing body of each county to which this act applies 
shall make and enforce reasonable rules and regulations, having the 
force and effect of law, not in conflict with rules and regulations of the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, to restrict the locations where such 
beer may be sold or dispensed and to assure that the revenue laws appli- 
cable in such county are not violated or evaded. Such rules and regula- 
tions may require an additional license to sell, transport, distribute or 
dispense such beer and may impose a reasonable charge, not exceeding 
Five ($5.00) Dollars, for each such license. A violation of any rules and 
regulations adopted pursuant to this paragraph shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor. 


(5) A copy of the rules and regulations adopted pursuant to para- 
graphs (3) and (4) above shall be sent by certified mail to the Adminis- 
trator of the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board.

(6) Draft or unpasteurized beer shall not be held for sale or sold 
in containers exceeding a maximum capacity of 288 fluid ounces. 


Section 2. The words “draft beer” or “unpasteurized beer” as used 
herein shall mean the draft or keg beer referred to in Title 29, Section 
34, Alabama Code of 1940, which beer requires refrigeration from the 
time of its manufacture to the time of its consumption to prevent the 
chemical or molecular change thereof. 


Section 3. An election may be held in any county to which this act 
applies to prohibit the sale of draft or unpasteurized beer therein subject 
to the provisions of Alabama Code of 1940, Title 29, Section 68. The 
question submitted at any such election shall be “Do you favor the legal 
sale and distribution of draft or unpasteurized beer within this county? 
VO@S: cots No __...........” In the event that a majority of qualified 
electors voting at any such election shall vote “No” on such proposition, 
the sale, transportation, distribution and dispensing of draft or un- 
pasteurized beer shall thereafter be unlawful in any county to which 
this act applies. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1965.

To amend Section 4 of Act No. 547, Regular Session, 1965, relating 
to the establishment of a civic center in the municipality wherein there 
is located the county seat of any county of the State having a population 
of more than 500,000, approved August 20, 1965. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. 


Section 4, Act No. 547, Regular Session, 1965, relating to the estab- 
lishment of a civic center in the municipality wherein there is located 
the county seat of any county of the State having a population of more 
than 500,000 according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census 
erp oyed August 20, 1965, be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 4. There is hereby established in the County a public 
corporation for the purposes hereinafter specified, which corporation 
shall be vested with the powers conferred upon it by this act. The said 
public corporation is at times hereinafter referred to as “the Authority”. 


Subject to the conditions and qualifications hereinafter stated, the 
name of the said corporation shall be “Civic Center Authority of the 
Cities and County of __-_.----_---------- nnn County” (In the blank 
space will be inserted the name of the County). The Board of Directors 
of the Authority may choose some name other than that above specified 
at any time it elects to do so; provided, however, that if the Board of 
Directors chooses any other name there shall be filed for record in the 
office of the Probate Judge of the County a copy of the resolution of 
the Board of Directors stating the name adopted by the Authority, which 
resolution shall be followed by a certificate signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Directors stating the date on which the resolution was 
adopted and stating that the copy of the resolution preceding said certi- 
ficate is a true and correct copy of the resolution adopted by the Board 
of Directors. The term “Legislative Electoral College”, as used in this 
Section, shall mean that group of legislators who shall elect the elective 
members of the Board of Directors of the Authority, which group of legis- 
lators shall consist of the following: Each member of the House of 
Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama from that representative 
district in which the County is located and each member of the State 
Senate from that senatorial district in which the County is situated. 


The affairs of the Authority shall be managed and controlled by a 
Board of Directors consisting of five members; provided that the first 
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Board shall consist of six members. One of said members shall be the 
Mayor or chief executive officer of the largest municipality in the 
county; and one of the members of said Board shall be the President or 
Chairman of the governing body of the County. The remaining mem- 
bers shall be elected in the manner hereinafter prescribed; provided, 
however, that if there shall be a branch court house in the County, one 
of the members of the Board shall be a resident of the area served by 
such branch court house. The Chairman of the Board of Directors shall 
be elected by said Board after all members of the Board shall have been 
elected and qualified as such. 


Within thirty days after the adoption of this act the Mayor of the 
county seat and the President or Chairman of the governing body of the 
County shall address a letter, signed by them jointly in their respective 
official capacities, to each member of the Legislative Electoral College 
requesting that the Legislative Electoral College elect those members 
of the Board of Directors of the Authority to be elected by the Legisla- 
tive Electoral College. As soon as practical after the members of the 
Legislative Electoral College receive the said letters, the Legislative 
Electoral College shall elect three members of the Board of Directors of 
the Authority. If the legislative delegation has a chairman, said chair- 
man shall send written notice to the members of the Legislative Elec- 
toral College, other than himself, notifying them of the time and place 
of the meeting to be held for the purpose of electing the members of 
the Board of Directors to be elected by the Legislative Electoral College, 
which time shall be not less than six days subsequent to the date on 
which the Chairman of the Legislative Delegation transmits said written 
notice to the members of the Legislative Delegation belonging to the 
Legislative Electoral College. If the Legislative Delegation has no chair- 
man, then the Senator of the senatorial district in which the County is 
situated shall give said written notice to the members of the legislative 
delegation. If there is more than one Senator from the County, then 
that Senator who has served the longest period in the Senate shall give 
the said notice; and if there is more than one Senator from the County 
and no Senator has seniority over the other Senator or Senators, then the 
oldest Senator shall give said notice. The Legislative Electoral Colleges 
may elect the members of the Board of Directors to be elected by it 
either at the initial meeting held for that purpose or at some later meet- 
ing, provided, however, that if the election is at a later meeting, the 
time and place of such later meeting shall be fixed by a majority vote 
of the Legislative Electoral College at a meeting regularly called, or 
notice of the time and place of such later meeting shall be given in the 
manner herein prescribed for giving the notice of the initial meeting of 
the Legislative Electoral College. The election by the Legislative Elec- 
toral College shall be by a majority vote of those present. The members 
of the Board of Directors of the Authority elected by the Legislative 
Electoral Colleges shall serve for terms of one, two and three years, 
respectively, as fixed by the Legislative Electoral College, which terms 
shall commence from the October 1 closest to the date on which they are 
elected. In the event that three members of the Board of Directors were 
not initially elected or the terms of office of such members fixed by the 
Legislative Electoral College, a meeting shall be called in the same 
manner as hereinabove provided to elect the required additional member 
or members and to fix the terms of office of all elected members. 


‘ The person who under the terms hereof is to give notice of meeting 

of the Legislative Electoral College shall notify the Mayor or chief exe- 

cutive officer of the largest municipality in the county and the President 

or Chairman of the governing body of the County whom the Legislative 

ape College elected to serve on the Board of Directors of the 
uthority. 


. When. the Mayor or chief executive officer ofthe largest municipality 
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in the county and the President or Chairman of the governing body of the 
County shall have been notified of the election of the members of the 
Board of Directors to be elected by the Legislative Electoral College, the 
said Mayor and the said President or Chairman shall by letter signed by 
them jointly notify the members of the Board of Directors elected by the 
Legislative Electoral Colleges of the time and place of the first meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the Authority. At that meeting, or at some 
later meeting, the members of th Board of Directors of the Authority 
(they being the Mayor or Chief Executive Officer of the largest mun- 
icipality in the county and the President or Chairman of the governing 
body of the County and the members elected by the Legislative Electoral 
College) shall elect the remaining member of the Board of Directors of 
the Authority who shall serve for a term extending for four years from 
the October 1 closest to the date of his election. The members of the 
Board of Directors serving as such ex officio and those elected by the 
Legislative Electoral College electing the remaining member, as afore- 
said, shall be authorized to prescribe the method for notifying the mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors elected by them of the fact of his election 
and to fix the time and place at which the Board of Directors, including 
the member of the Board elected by them, will meet for the purpose of 
electing a Chairman of the Board; and the said members shall give such 
notice as is deemed appropriate by them of the time and place of said 
meeting. 


The Board of Directors shall elect a Chairman of the Board, and he 
shall serve as Chairman until his term as a member of the Board, which 
he is serving at the time of his election as Chairman, expires. The 
Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Board of Directors but so 
long as there shall be a six member Board of Directors, the Chairman 
shall not vote except in case of a tie. When there shall be a five mem- 
ber Board of Directors, the Chairman shall have a vote the same as any 
other member of the Board of Directors. 


No person shall be elected as a member of the Board of Directors of 
the Authority unless he is a qualified elector of the County. Not mora 
than one member of the Board of Directors elected by the Legislative 
Electoral College or by the Directors shall hold any public office; pro- 
vided that this restriction shall not apply to the first members so elected. 


The members of the said Board of Directors shall serve without. 
compensation except that they shall be reimbursed for actual expenses 
incurred in and about the performance of their duties hereunder. 


In case a directorship held by an elected director becomes vacant 
during his term his successor shall be elected in the same manner in 
which he was elected, except that no successor shall be elected for the 
first vacancy which shall occur to the end that the Board of Directors 
shall be reduced from a six member Board to a five member Board. The 
successor shall be deemed to be elected for the remainder of the term 
during which the vacancy occurred; provided, however, that if a person 
is elected to any vacant directorship during the last six months of any 
term of such directorship, he shall be deemed elected for the remainder 
of such term and for the next succeeding term of such directorship. In 
the event the Legislative Electoral College shall fail for any reason to 
elect within sixty days after the adoption of this act the members of the 
Board of Directors, which this act provides said Electoral College shall 
elect, then in that event the two ex officio members of the Board (they 
being the Mayor or chief executive officer of the largest municipality 
in the county and the President or Chairman of the governing body of 
the County) and any other member or members of the Board of Directors 
theretofore elected shall elect such members of the Board of Directors 
to fill the directorship which the electoral college fails to fill. In the 
event a vacancy on the Board of Directors occurs which is to be filled by 
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the Legislative Electoral College and the Legislative Electoral College 
fails for any reason to fill said vacancy within thirty days from the date 
of the occurrence of said vacancy, the members of the Board of Directors 
shall elect a member of the Board to fill said vacancy. 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Calhoun, one; Bibb, Perry, Dallas, one; Autauga, Chilton, Coosa, Shelby, 
one; Talladega, Clay, Cleburne, one; Cherokee, DeKalb, Jackson, one; 
Blount, Marshall, St. Clair, one; Winston, Marion, Lawrence, Franklin, 
one; Limestone, Morgan, one; Lauderdale, Colbert, one; Cullman, Walker, 
one; Lamar, Fayette, Pickens, Greene, Hale, one; Sumter, Choctaw, 
Washington, Marengo, one; Clarke, Wilcox, Monroe, Conecuh one; Bald- 
win, Escambia, one; Lowndes, Butler, Crenshaw, Covington, one; Geneva, 
Coffee, Pike, Bullock, one; Houston, Dale, one; Henry, Barbour, Russell, 
one; Macon, Elmore, Tallapoosa, one; Chambers, Lee, Randolph one.

Blount, Marshall, St. Clair, one; Winston, Marion, Lawrence, Franklin, 
one; Limestone, Morgan, one; Lauderdale, Colbert, one; Cullman, Walker,

Jefferson; Eleventh Circuit—Lauderdale; Twelfth Circuit—Coffee and

Marengo, Greene and Sumter; Eighteenth Circuit—Clay, Coosa and

WHEREAS, there has been widespread public demand for the right 
of the people to vote on a constitutional amendment which would allow 
the Governor and other constitutional officers of this State to succeed 
themselves in office; and 


WHEREAS, under a constitutional form of government the consent 
of the governed is of primary and utmost importance; and 


WHEREAS, the people of this State are fully capable of deciding 
this vital question of concern to all our people; and 


WHEREAS, the public interest and public good, therefore, requires 
me to proclaim this to be an extraordinary occasion on which the Legis- 
lature should be convened: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, as Governor of Ala- 
bama, under the authority vested in me by the Constitution and laws of 
the State of Alabama, do hereby convene the Legislature at the seat of 
the government in the City of Montgomery at six-thirty p. m. on the 
30th day of September, 1965, in special session, and specifically designate 
the following matter concerning which I deem action to be necessary: 


1. Legislation to amend the Constitution of Alabama to allow con- 
stitutional officers to succeed themselves in office. 


In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand as Governor of the 
State of Alabama and caused the Great Seal to be affixed, and have 
caused this proclamation to be attested by the Secretary of State, at the 
Capitol, in the City of Mongomery, on this the 29 day of September, 
1965.

JOINT SESSION 


The hour of seven o’clock P. M. having arrived, the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama met in joint session 
in the Hall of the House of Representatives, in accordance with House 
Joint Resolution No. 3 heretofore adopted, for the purpose of hearing an 
ee by His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of 
Alabama. 


The joint session was called to order by the Honorable James B. 
Allen, Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, appeared before the joint session and delivered in person the 
following message: 


Lieutenant Governor Allen, Mr. Speaker, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


If this greeting sounds familiar to you, I can only say that I hope 
that it will sound even more familiar in years ahead. 


I want to say to you as I have said to Alabamians throughout the 
length and breadth of this State that I am proud of this State. As your 
Governor, I have had the opportunity to visit all the way from the 
Canadian border to California, and I have looked into the faces of people 
of every state—the students in colleges in every state—and again I 
want to say to the people of Alabama that I do not say that we surpass 
the people of other states in intelligence or refinement or culture or 
devotion to this country, but I again want to say that the people of 
no other state, or of any other college or any other student, surpasses 
the people of Alabama in refinement and culture. 


Yes, I am proud to be an Alabamian. I want to say, as Governor 
Allen has said, that this Legislature has met more momentous problems 
than any other legislature of this century and I again want to con- 
gratulate the Legislature of this State. 


The purpose of this session is by now well known. You have been 
called for the single purpose of submitting to the people the question as 
to whether or not they wish to amend the Alabama Constitution to permit 
a governor and other state constitutional officers to serve two consecu- 
tive terms. 


This bill, of course, a constitutional amendment, would limit the 
governor and other constitutional officers to two terms. Our Constitu- 
tion has been amended since 1901 nearly 260 odd times. 


As you know, a state legislature does not have the power to change, 
alter or modify a single provision of the Constitution. This must be done 
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by the people. The people must vote on it and must approve the change. 
The legislature is empowered only to submit the question to the people 
for a decision. 


I have received impressive expressions of sentiment from thousands 
of Alabama citizens asking that they be given the opportunity to make 
that decision. That is the purpose for which this session was called. 


And I again hope that the people of Alabama will make their 
wishes known to the membership of this body. 


Let me remind you that a change in the Constitution to permit a 
governor, a lieutenant governor—in fact, the Lieutenant Governor of our 
State has an excellent record, and I would hope that he also would decide 
to run again if this amendment is successful—the attorney general, and 
other constitutional officers under this amendment would have the right 
to serve two consecutive terms, but it does not in any sense guarantee 
that they will be elected to serve additional terms. 


In fact, I feel that any constitutional officer should be able and 
willing to place his record upon the line. It would merely permit each 
to stand for re-election on the basis of his own record. 


If a candidate has not fulfilled his promises ... if his services have, 
for any reason, been unsatisfactory ... he may be rejected by the people. 
I feel that any person in office should be able or be willing to run back 
to back. People sometimes forget during an interim period or the separa- 
tion of four years from the time a person serves as a constitutional offi- 
cer until he stands for election after the interim period has passed. 


If, on the other hand, these officers have kept faith with the people, 
then the people could, in the exercise of their best judgment, elect such 
officers to one additional term. 


I am willing to abide by the judgment of three-fifths of the mem- 
bers of this legislature, which is the number required to submit this 
amendment to the people. I am willing to accept the judgment of the 
people. If they approve, I shall run for the office of governor in the 
year 1966. 


This, ladies and gentlemen, is the democratic process in action. 
Under our traditional system of government, the people vote to approve 
or to reject any candidate for office created by that Constitution. 


No group of men in the federal judiciary, or in the Congress, or in a 
state legislature, has the right to flout the amendatory processes and 
to deny the people the sovereign right and freedom to regulate their 
own government. 


The people of this State and other states are now being denied the 
right to vote and control their own schools. The people are being denied 
the right to allocate and structure the legislative branches of their own 
state governments. 


Are the people of this State to be denied also the right to vote on 
an amendment respecting the executive branch of their own state 
government? 


Where does this so-called liberal philosophy end? Let me quote one 
liberal newspaper in our State ...andI quote: 


“Although OTHER states permit succession, most of them have 
demonstrated more political maturity than Alabama has.” 
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The newspaper goes on to call upon obstructionists to use any 
means to prevent you, the people, from voting on this issue. This news- 
paper says the voters of Alabama cannot be trusted—that the voters of 
our State don’t have sense enough to vote on this vital question. 


I want to say this: I am proud of the people of my State and I am 
proud of their independence in the spirit that made America great. The 
name Alabamian has come to stand for honor and sturdy determination. 
From the Tennessee line to the Gulf, the people of Alabama have demon- 
strated a fortitude, a patriotism, an independent maturity that is the 
talk of millions across this nation. I can understand why the liberals 
do not trust our voters in Alabama. 


I recall that I promised every boy and girl that their future would 
not be stolen from them. You and I together have honestly tried to keep 
that promise. No poor boy or girl must now drop out of school and face 
a future of hardship because he or she can’t afford the books by which to 
learn. The textbooks are free. 


They are free because one bottle of whiskey will buy two books 
for a boy and there have been no whiskey bills for you to pay at the 
Governor’s home. They are free because one party cruise on a State 
yacht will buy enough books for an entire grade of little boys and girls 
and there have been no parties on state yachts ...in fact, there are no 
longer state-owned yachts. 


They are free because we have joined together to provide this fine 
program for the people of our State. 


There are trade schools going up all over this State within reach 
of every man or boy who wants to better himself and give his children 
a brighter future and his wife a finer life. 


There are junior colleges within driving distance of every boy and 
girl in this State who wants to better himself and is willing to work at it. 


The old age pensions in Alabama are six dollars above the Southern 
average and you have provided along with our Administration’s recom- 
mendations more money for the unfortuante, the mentally ill, the tuber- 
cular, the blind, and the crippled children than at any time in our 
history. 


The greatest road-building program is now taking place. 


Our tourist business has more than doubled bringing dollars to our 
villages and towns. 


Last year, Alabama led the entire South in new and expanded in- 
dustry and during the first six months of this year 320 million dollars 
more has poured into our State. Over the past two and a half years, 
over 50,000 new jobs have been created. 


Our docks at Mobile have established new records in volume of 
business and in profits. 


In our Department of Finance, a system of competitive bidding has 
been rigidly enforced with the savings of millions of dollars. The records 
of this Department have remained open to inspection by the Legisla- 
ture, the press and the people during my Administration and the books 
are still open at this very moment for anybody to look if they are inter- 
ested. 


The efficiency of your state government is such now that the State 
of Alabama employs less state employees per 10,000 population than any 
state in the Union except two. 
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Our economy is growing at such a fantastic rate that today the 
State Department of Revenue is collecting state revenues at a rate in 
excess of 40% over that of two years ago. 


But what does this add up to. What have we done that causes some 
liberal newspaper editors to so viciously attack the idea that your Gov- 
ernor might succeed himself, when succession of governors is quite 
commonplace in almost 40 states in this nation? 


We have done this. We are proving that the people of the separate 
states can provide for themselves. We are proving that the people of 
the separate states can provide their own trade schools and junior col- 
Jeges, their own textbooks ... that they can upgrade their own educa- 
tional processes without centralized money with dictatorial powers 
attached. 


We are proving that prosperity comes from honest, efficient state 
government cooperating with free enterprise ... from industrious people 
rolling up their sleeves and going to work. 


We are proving the American philosophy of responsibility, independ- 
ence and freedom. And in proving this, we are building a strong state 
by strong people. The liberals cannot tolerate strong states—nor strong 
people—for they want the states destroyed and they want all strength, 
all power, all benefits to come from centralized government. They want 
us to quit doing and start begging. They want us to stop making our own 
decisions and destiny and have them made for us by a federal bureaucrat 
with a poverty check in his hand. 


As ta as I am Governor, we shall not stop our practice of Ameri- 
can principles and as long as we are free men, we shall not beg. 


The people of Alabama have done something more. They have sent 
me as your Governor north and east and west to tell the story of 
Americanism and the South ...andI have gone. I have gone where 
the story had never been told . . . where it had been twisted and dis- 
torted by propagandists of television and press. 


I have gone among wild-eyed fanatics ... and I have gone because 
you sent me. I have walked through stomping crowds of screaming 
leftists and I have been cursed by them and I have been beat up and 
their spittle has run down my face. I went for you and for this State 
and this nation. And if you send me again. ..I will go again, 


I have stood before nationwide television cameras and been badgered 
by questioners who have tried to trick and insinuate and revile you and 
me oe our Southland ... and I have answered them for you, with the 
truth. 


This has displeased many of the liberals. That is why they are 
determined to try to prevent the people of Alabama from voting on 
succession. They hope to stop the growing throngs of people who are 
flocking to our cause from Maine to California. They want to snuff out 
the flame that Alabamians are igniting in the hearts of other Americans 
across this nation. 


That is why they talk in horrified tones of the growing power of a 
governor and a state; but they voice no alarm over the power of a 
federal bureaucrat who, with the flick of his finger, can tell you that 
your child may not even pray in school; who dictates whom you shall 
serve and whom you shall not; who runs your school and your business. 


They voice no alarm over an awesome power rising from the 
degenerate game of power politics in Washington; a power that must be 
met with an organized power of the people. 
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It would be much easier for me NOT to be here tonight. It would 
be much easier for me to retire in comfort and peace. But I am here 
because your cause is mine... and I believe in that cause. 


I know that I shall be put on trial. I am going on trial for the 
people of this State. I know that the liberals will hold me up to the 
flocdlights and search for my weaknesses and my failings. 


I know that they shall find them, for I am a human being like you 
and I have my faults and my shortcomings. They will do this to try to 
destroy me and to destroy what we have begun. 


They will point to the physical reverses and lay them at my door. 
But you and I know that those physical reverses were set in motion long 
before we began our fight for America. 


We know that it is will and determination that wins... if that were 
not so, then the terrible reverses suffered by George Washington would 
have caused him and his people to fold and quit, long before Valley 
Forge and victory. 


They know this, too. That is why they want our will broken, our 
spirit without a leader and our beliefs without a spokesman. 


The liberals say that George Wallace wants to be President. What is 
wrong with that? An Alabamian is as good as most and better than 
some. I think an Alabamian would make just as good a President... 
and maybe a little better ... than someone from New York... and 
maybe even from Texas. 


They say it is wrong for me to appeal to you, the people of this 
State, for support. 


Well, the liberals call to their street rioters for support. The federal 
agitators call to their demonstration thugs for support, and it is high 
time we AMERICANS called to AMERICANS for support. 


Yes, I ask you to support me... you, there in your homes. I ask 
you... for to whom else should I appeal? Should I appeal to newspaper 
editors only? I ask you now ... and I shall ask you, the people of Ala- 
bama, again and again. 


Now in conclusion, let me make the issue perfectly clear. Political 
opposition in this Legislature has the right to opose any program I have 
sponsored; but I doubt that my opponents in the Legislature or out of 
the Legislature have a right to deny the people of this State the privilege 
of voting on a question so fundamental as amending their own state 
Constitution. The state Constitution belongs to the people of this state 

. not to a few individuals. 


Men have come from Washington, D. C., and are in your Capitol 
tonight, endeavoring to deny you the right of voting on this vital ques- 
tion. 


That is the issue. 


t 


It is well to remember that this amendment does not affect the 
office of governor alone, but all constitutional officers. We have had the 
distinguished services, as I stated a moment ago, of an outstanding 
lieutenant governor, who is also affected. 


Millions throughout this nation will be watching Alabama’s decision. 
Many people in high places will be working hard to prevent the people 
of this State the right and the privilege of voting on this issue, for its 
outcome may well affect the future course of the history of our country. 
We stand at an hour we will never be able to call back. 
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The issue is the right of the Alabama people to vote to amend or not 
amend their own Constitution. It is a precious right. I shall do all in my 
power to see to it that you do not lose that right. 


And so for you, and for the cause in which we believe, I put myself 
and my record on the line tonight. I shall go wherever you send me... 
whether it’s back across this nation to tell the story of Americanism to 
Americans ... or back to Barbour County, Alabama. 


Thank you very much. 


The Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate an- 
nounced that the purpose of the joint session having been accomplished, 
the Senate would retire to its Chamber. 


The Speaker of the House then called the House to order. 


RESOLUTIONS

H. J. R. 4. RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE SENATE CONCURRING, 
That the following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama shall be 
submitted for approval of the qualified electors of the state, to wit: that 
Article IX of the Constitution be amended to read as follows: 


ARTICLE IX. 
Representation. 


Section 197. The whole number of senators shall be not less than 
one-fourth or more than one-third of the whole number of representa- 
tives. 


Section 198. The house of representatives shall consist of not more 
than one hundred and six members, unless new counties shall be created, 
in which event one additional representative may be added for each new 
county. The members of the house of representatives shall be appor- 
tioned by the legislature among the several counties of the state, ac- 
cording to the number of inhabitants in them, respectively, as ascertained 
by the decennial census of the United States, which apportionment, when 
made, shall not be subject to alteration until the next session of the 
legislature after the next decennial census of the United States shall 
have been taken. 


Section 199. It shall be the duty of the legislature at its first ses- 
sion after the taking of the decennial census of the United States in the 
year nineteen hundred and ten, and after each subsequent decennial 
census, to fix by law the number of repreesntatives and apportion them 
among the several counties of the state, according to the number of 
inhabitants in them, respectively. 


Section 200. It shall be the duty of the legislature at its first session 
after taking of the decennial census of the United States in the year 
nineteen hundred and ten, and after each subsequent decennial census, 
to fix by law the number of senators, and to divide the state into sena- 
torial districts, which districts shall be as nearly equal to each other in 
the number of inhabitants for each senator as may be; and such districts, 
when formed, shall not be changed until the next apportioning session of 
the legislature, after the next decennial census of the United States 
shall have been taken; provided, that counties created after the next 
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preceding apportioning session of the legislature may be attached to sen- 
atorial districts. No district shall be made up of two or more counties 
not contiguous to each other. 


Section 201. Should any decennial census of the United States not 
be taken, or if when taken, the same, as to this state, be not full and satis- 
factory, the legislature shall have the power at its first session after 
the time shall have elapsed for the taking of said census, to provide 
for an enumeration of all the inhabitants of this state, upon which it 
shall be the duty of the legislature to make the apportionment of 
representatives and senators as provided for in this article. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, an election upon the proposed amendment is 
ordered to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. 
The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 
284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, 
Article 18, Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


The resolution, H. J. R. 4, being a constitutional amendment, was 
referred to the Standing Committee on Constitution and Elections by 
the Speaker.

WHEREAS, these Bond Issues totaled Two Hundred Ninety-Six Mil- 
lion Dollars ($296,000,000.00) at a total cost to the taxpayers of Twenty 
Five Million ($25,000,000.00) Dollars a year, and 


WHEREAS, this multitude of Bond Issues has destroyed the financial 
soundness of the Highway Department of this State, and seriously im- 
paired the credit of Alabama and was done with reckless indifference to 
the burden placed upon the taxpayers, and 


WHEREAS, in almost each incident where the Legislature has been 
called in Special Session, the Governor has seen fit to fix the time for 
the convenience of his television audience at the taxpayers expense, and 


WHEREAS, this Session has been convened at 6:30 P. M. for the 
convenience of the Governor and his television audience, in order for 
him at the taxpayers expense to make a personal political appeal, and

(4) The tax collector shall be allowed an amount not exceeding 
$4,800 per annum for such help; 


(5) The sheriff shall be allowed a cook for the jail at a salary of 
$150 a month, a secretary for his office at a salary of $200 per month, and 
the same number of jailers, deputies, and other assistants as now pre- 
scribed by law, who shall receive such compensation and allowances as 
may be fixed by law. 


Each officer shall appoint his own deputies, clerks and assistants, and 
shall fix their compensation, except as herein otherwise provided. The 
county governing body may also in its discretion provide each officer 
with additional clerks, deputies, and assistants whenever that is con- 
sidered necessary for the efficient conduct of the affairs of the county.

The county governing body shall 
furnish the sheriff with four automobiles and pay the cost of maintain- 
ing and operating the same, and shall provide the necessary fuel for pre- 
paring food for prisoners. 


Section 4. The fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, charges 
and court costs heretofore collectible for the use of any named officer 
shall hereafter be collected for the use of Walker County and shall be 
paid into the general fund of the county. Provided the sheriff shall be 
entitled to the allowances payable by the State for feeding prisoners and 
also such mileage and expense allowances as may be payable according 
to law for returning or transferring prisoners and insane persons to or 
from points outside Walker County.

REMARKS OF MR. NABORS 


On motion of Mr. Burnham the following remarks of Mr. Nabors 
were read and ordered inserted in the Journal. 


We are assembled here today to consider a matter of the utmost im- 
portance to the future of our state. On the first Tuesday in May of 1963 
a freshman legislator introduced a proposed constitutional amendment 
to allow the constitutional officers of this state the opportunity to stand 
for reelection to their respective offices. 


A life-long study of philosophy, economics, jurisprudence and politi- 
cal science promoted the basis for a judgment that the accountability of 
the executive officers of the state to the voters of the state by attempting 
to remain in office would serve the best interest of our state. Little did 
this naive freshman representative realize the course of events resulting 
from this attempt to allow the people to render their judgment on a 
relatively simple matter. 


In 1963, the constitutions of fifteen of our sister states prohibited 
the succession of the chief executive. On August 17 last, the people of 
the State of Missouri ratified an amendment to their constitution allow- 
ing succession. The states of Louisiana and Georgia have recently con- 
sidered the matter. As of this date, only fourteen states prohibit succes- 
sion of their governor and only two prohibits succession of the attorney 


general. 


It is not too surprising to note that of the fourteen states prohibiting 
succession, only Pennsylvania and Indiana are outside of the south. The 
reason for this is that as states moved from an agricultural economy to 
an industrial one, it was realized that the complexities of congregating 
people into urban areas caused the demand for more effective govern- 
ment with technical skill and efficiency of operation. In the State of 
Alabama we have by-passed the industrial phase of economic develop- 
ment and find ourselves caught between the yearning for the “gracious 
living” of an agricultural society and the revolution being wrought by 
cybernation. By cybernation we mean automated machinery guided and 
directed by a computer. The machine age merely provided for the in- 
creased productivity of the worker and this was nothing more than a 
sophisticated tool driven by controlled energy at the command and 
manipulation of the operator. However, we are now entering an era 
when a computer will become far more efficient than a human being in 
commanding and manipulating the machine. 


The implication of this revolutionary development in the creation of 
material goods staggers the imagination. The demand on those estab- 
lished social institutions such as the church, local, state and federal gov- 
ernments, private associations and clubs to keep pace with the economic 
changes is a certainty. The alternative is the subordination of the 
spirit, soul, hope, charity, and dignity of man to an indifferent monster 
created by man—the machine operated machine. 
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Some of you may question—What does all of this have to do with 
the succession proposal? I am convinced that if the demands of the 
people are to be met at the local and state level the machinery of state 
government must be sophisticated. The 1901 Constitution was drafted 
by convention delegates that included some of the outstanding leaders of 
not only the state but the entire nation. However, in 1901, only 11.9 per- 
cent of the 1,828,697 people lived in cities. There were no automobiles 
in Alabama. The Wright Brothers had not yet flown the heavier than 
air airplane. Industry consisted of a few iron works and steel manu- 
facture in Birmingham, and several textile mills scattered over the state. 
Only two or three percent of the population were over sixty-five, and 
the aged infirm were taken care of by their own families. Public schools 
were not much more than a constitutional declaration that “The general 
assembly shall establish, organize, and maintain a system of public 
schools throughout the state... .” Air and water pollution were un- 
dreamed of problems. Einstein’s Theory E equals MC 2 had not been 
formulated. The only method of rapid communication was the tele- 
graph, and to a very limited extent, the telephone. The first hydro- 
electric generator installed by Captain Lay of Etowah County was to 
come later. Steam engines were the almost exlusive power supply 
available to drive the few machines of the era. Thousands of our people 
died of infections and communicable diseases that resulted in a life 
expectancy of about forty years. A descriptive picture of 1901 as com- 
pared to this decade staggers the mind of man. 


Unless we bestow some form of divinity or devine inspiration on the 
writers of our 1901 Constitution, it was not possible for them to foretell 
the unparalleled progress of the next preceding sixty-four years. The 
imperfections of the Constitutions are unmistakenly demonstrated by the 
fact that the Constitution has been amended more than 230 times. Al- 
most forty amendments are to be presented to the people in November 
of this year. 


The argument of the opponents of the succession bill that succession 
would tend to build a political machine is the same argument advanced 
by the delegates to the Convention of 1901. At a time in our national 
history when the large cities of the North and Midwest were controlled 
by “political bosses” attended with appalling graft and corruption, per- 
haps the argument was valid. However, I submit that in this day of 
radio and television, of an ever increasing enlightened electorate, the 
possibility of a political machine being built for the economic welfare of 
the groups embraced within the machine is rather farfetched. I would 
expect and hope that the bill would tend to bring about the organizations 
of competing political factions that would present candidates to the 
electors who are committed to political philosophies and issues. This is 
the very essence of representative government. 


I was somewhat amazed to hear the voices of the Republican Party 
raised in opposition to this bill. We need a party in this state that will 
stand on the basic principles of conservatism and one that will counter 
with programs of progress. The competition of the two has made this 
greatest nation on earth and I am convinced that this basic conflict would 
serve in making our state one of the greatest in the nation. 


The chief end or purpose of constitutional government should be to 
strive for the perfection of justice and to guarantee its people freedom 
and liberty limited only by the requirements and conditions of justice. I 
hope that the passage of this proposed amendment would lay the foun- 
dation for the improvement of the basic law of this state in order for 
government to meet the demands of our people. This must be done in 
order for the noble experiment of a federal system with a fragmented 
sovereignty to survive. If we fail to meet the challenge, the several states 
will become nothing more than local administrative agencies of the cen- 
tral government. 
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The basic arguments advanced by me from time to time for this 
bill are well-known by you. The necessity for planning, efficiency and 
economy is admitted by all. Opponents stress the fact that boards and 
commissions would be controlled by the Governor. Gentlemen, as a 
matter of fact, are they not controlled by an encumbent governor now? 
Of course, in some instances, boards have refused to yield to the wishes 
of the governor. Would this not be the case if all members of a board 
were appointed by the same governor? 


In the twenty-six states that allow unlimited succession this has not 
been a problem. In these states at least the boards are answerable to 
the people through their duly elected representative, the governor. 


It would be my preference that this issue be decided in the vaccum 
of cold logic and reason. However, we all know that we are controlled 
largely by our passions, emotions and prejudices. This matter will be 
thusly decided. In the struggle of man to become worthy of being 
created in the image of his Creator we should use the loftier virtues of 
man—reason, knowledge, understanding, wisdom, mercy and charity, to 
name a few. However, history has shown us that rarely are issues de- 
termined by these virtues. 


Pride, which is but a part of self-interest, keeps all of us from 
being that which we could be. It is my hope that upon the successful 
passage of this bill and its ratification by the people that our popular 
Governor would become a great Governor by inspiring the people to 
strive to be better people—even at a cost of some of his popularity. The 
state is in need of such leadership and, if we are to take our place in the 
sun, it is a requirement.

(11) ‘Public Hearings’ means a meeting of the Board, open to the public, 
whereat any citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest may appear and be 
heard subject to such rules and regulations as may be fixed by the 
Board. (12) ‘Public Record’ means a record which the public shall have 
the right to inspect in a reasonable manner during ordinary business 
hours. (13) ‘Rules’ means the regulations adopted by the Board for 
carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


“Section II. UNCLASSIFIED SERVICE: The following shall be in 
the Unclassified Service: (1) Officials elected by popular vote and, in 
case of death, resignation, or removal, their legal substitute; (2) Where 
By present law official duties of any officer mentioned in subdivision One 
of this section are or many be performed by a chief assistant appointed by 
him, such chief assistant; (3) Principals, supervisors, teachers and in- 
structors in the Public Schools engaged in teaching and/or supervising 
teaching, and all employes of the Mobile County School Board; (4) The 
Personnel Director provided for by this Act; (5) Independent contractors 
receiving their remuneration from public funds under contracts awarded 
by competitive bidding; (6) Persons in the ‘Classified Service’ within the 
meaning of and subject to the State of Alabama merit system under any 
present or future law, and so long as any such law remains effective. 
(7) Common laborers not engaged in regular employment. (8) Attor- 
neys, physicians, surgeons, and dentists employed in their professional 
capacities. (9) The Judge of any Court. (10) Members of Board who are 
not employed on a full time basis and are not required to devote their 
services exclusively to such counties and cities therein. (11) Any person 
whose employment is subject to the approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment or of any agency thereof. (12) Chief hospital administrator and 
interns, student technicians, and student nurses while undergoing train- 
ing in a hospital maintained by public funds. 


“Section VI. PERSONNEL BOARD: The Personnel Board shall 
consist of three members designated respectively as Member Number 
One, Member Number Two, and Member Number Three, each of whom 
shall be over 21 years of age, of recognized good character and ability, a 
bona fide resident and a qualified elector of Mobile County, and shall 
not, when appointed, nor for the three years then next preceding the date 
of his appointment have held public office, nor have been a candidate for 
such. If any person actively solicits a position on such Board, the Com- 
mittee may, for this reason, refuse to consider his appointment. The 
Board shall meet once a month on dates to be fixed by its Rules and 
regulations and as much oftener as shall be necessary for the orderly 
dispatch of its business. The members of the Board shall be selected for 
the following terms and in the following manner: The Supervisory 
Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board shall, within thirty

cincts thereof, to determine whether horse racing and dog racing shall 
be legalized within the county. The cost of the election, including the 
cost of notice by publication, shall be paid out of the general funds of 
the county. On the ballot to be used for such election the question shall 
be in the following form: “Do you favor legalizing horse racing and 
dog racing and wagering thereon in this county?” Only qualified voters 
shall vote in the election, and if a majority of the voters voting in the 
election vote yes, horse racing and dog racing and wagering thereon 
shall be authorized in the county, under such regulations and ordinances 
as the county governing body may prescribe.

To amend further Act No. 470, H. 952 of the Regular Session of 1939 
(Local Acts 1939, p. 298) which creates and establishes the county wide 
civil service system in Mobile County. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections I, II, and VII of Act No. 470, H. 952 of the 
Regular Session of 1939 (Local Acts 1939, p. 298), which creates and 
establishes the countywide civil service system in Mobile County, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 
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“Section I. DEFINITIONS. In this Act, words used in the mascu- 
line gender include the feminine and neuter genders, and words used 
in the neuter gender include the masculine and feminine genders. The 
following words, terms, and phrases, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this Section unless 
the context plainly indicates a contrary meaning: (1) ‘Committee’ 
means the Supervisory Committee created by this Act. (2) ‘Board’ or 
‘The Board’ means the Personnel Board created by this Act. (3) ‘Muni- 
cipality’ or ‘Such Municipality’ or ‘City’ means a duly incorporated 
town, village, or city within Mobile County. (4) ‘Director’ means the 
Personnel Director created by this Act. (5) ‘Appointing Authority’, or 
‘Appointing Power’ means a person, officer, board, commission, or other 
body or person whose lawful jurisdiction or powers are confined wholly 
or primarily within the territorial limits of Mobile County, or any in- 
corporated city or town therein, and who or which have the power 
to make appointments to offices or positions of employment or trust in 
any of the Classified Service as in this Act defined. (6) ‘Employee’ or 
‘Appointee’ means a person in the Classified Service herein set up and 
appointed by an Appointing Authority, unless herein specifically ex- 
cepted. (7) (a). The ‘Classified Service’ includes all offices, positions, 
and employment in Mobile County or any such city therein as these 
offices, positions and employment now exist or as they may hereafter 
exist, the holders of which are paid whether by salary, wages or fees in 
whole or in part from public funds of Mobile County or any such city, or 
the holders of which receive their compensation from any elected offi- 
cial or Appointing Authority and perform duties pertaining to the office 
of such elected official or oficer, or other Appointing Power, except 
those placed in the ‘Unclassified Service’ by Section Two hereof. (7) (b) 
It is also intended that the classified service shall include the adminis- 
trative personnel of the Mobile Housing Board; provided, that the ap- 
pointive members of such board shall not be so included. All such 
administrative personnel, employed by the Mobile Housing Board shall 
be blanketed in as civil service employees without standing the initial 
test provided for in Act No. 470, H. 952 of the Regular Session of 1939. 
(8) ‘Employment Register’ means records containing names of those 
persons who have successfully completed their prescribed tests, listed 
and ranked in order of their final earned average from the highest to the 
lowest. (9) ‘Roster’ means records of persons in the Classified Service, 
containing information as to their service. ‘10) “Tests’ means written 
and/or oral examinations and/or other methods established by rules and 
regulations of the Board and/or the Director as herein provided, to 
determine the merit, efficiency, and general fitness of applicants for 
positions. (11) ‘Public Hearings’ means a meeting of the Board, open to 
the public, whereat any citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest may ap- 
pear and be heard subject to such rules and regulations as may be fixed 
by the Board. (12) ‘Public Record’ means a record which the public 
shall have the right to inspect in a reasonable manner during ordinary 
business hours. (13) ‘Rules’ means the regulations adopted by the Board 
for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


“Section II. UNCLASSIFIED SERVICE: The following shall be 
in the Unclassified Service: (1) Officials elected by popular vote and, 
in case of death, resignation, or removal, their legal substitute; (2) 
Where by present law official duties of any officer mentioned in sub- 
division One of this section are or may be performed by a chief assistant 
appointed by him, such chief assistant; (3) Principals, supervisors, 
teachers and instructors in the Public Schools engaged in teaching 
and/or supervising teaching, and all employees of the Mobile County 
School Board; (4) The Personnel Director provided for by this Act; 
(5) Independent contractors receiving their remuneration from public 
funds under contracts awarded by competitive bidding; (6) Persons in 
the ‘Classified Service’ within the meaning of and subject to the State 
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of Alabama merit system under any present or future law, and so long 
as any such law remains effective. (7) Common laborers not engaged 
in regular employment. (8) Attorneys, physicians, surgeons, and dentists 
employed in their professional capacities. (9) The Judge of any Court. 
(10) Members of Board who are not employed on a full time basis and 
are not required to devote their services exclusively to such counties 
and cities therein. (11) Any person whose employment is subject to the 
approval of the United States Government or of any agency thereof. 
(12) Chief hospital administrator and interns, student technicians, and 
student nurses while undergoing training in a hospital maintained by 
public funds. 


“Section VII. PERSONNEL BOARD: The Personnel Board shall 
consist of three members designated respectively as Member Number 
One, Member Number Two, and Member Number Three, each of whom 
shall be over 21 years of age, of. recognized good character and ability, 
a bona fide resident and a qualified elector of Mobile County, and shall 
not when appointed, nor for the three years then next preceding the 
date of his appointment have held public office, nor have been a candi- 
date for such. If any person actively solicits a position on such Board, 
the Committee may, for this reason, refuse to consider his appointment. 
The Board shall meet once a month on dates to be fixed by its Rules 
and regulations and as much oftener as shall be necessary for the 
orderly dispatch of its business. The members of the Board shall be 
selected for the following terms and in the following manner: the Super- 
visory Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board shall, within 
thirty days after September 15, 1939, appoint all three members and shall 
appoint the successors of said Board Members within thirty days after 
a term expires or a vacancy occurs. Members Number One shall hold 
office for a term of two years beginning on September 15, 1939 and until 
his successor is appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold 
office for terms of six years, the first of which shall begin September 
15, 1941 and the subsequent terms shall begin each six years thereafter. 
Member Number Two shall hold office for a term of four years begin- 
ning on September 15, 1939 and until his successor is appointed and has 
qualified. His successors shall hold office for terms of six years, the 
first of which shall begin September 15, 1943 and the subsequent terms 
shall begin each six years thereafter. Member Number Three shall hold, 
office for a term of six years beginning on September 15, 1939 and until 
his successor has been appointed and has qualified. His successors shall 
hold office for terms of six year, the first of which shall begin on Sep- 
tember 15, 1945, and the subsequent term shall begin each six years 
thereafter. In the event of a vacancy on the Board occasioned by death, 
resignation, impeachment or other cause, such vacancy shall be filled 
by the Supervisory Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board for 
the then unexpired term. Each Member shall receive twenty dollars 
for each meeting of the Board provided no Member shall receive more 
than Eighty Dollars ($80.00) compensation for services during any one 
month. This compensation shall be paid as provided in Section 30 hereof. 
It shall be the duty of the Board as a body: (1) To select a Personnel 
Director as hereinafter provided in Section 9 of this Act. (2) After a 
Public Hearing or Hearings to adopt and amend Rules and regulations 
for the administration of this Act, as hereinafter provided. (3) After a 
Public Hearing or Hearings to adopt, modify, or reject such Classifica- 
tion and Compensation Plans for the Classified Service together with 
Rules for their administration, as may be recommended by the Director 
after a thorough survey by him of the personnel and departmental or- 
ganizations included in such plan or plans. (4) To make such investiga- 
tions as, in the Board’s opinion, are reasonable, either on petition of a 
citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest, or of its own motion, concerning 
the enforcement and effect of this Act, and to require observance of its 
provisions and the Rules and Regulations made pursuant thereto. (5)

To conduct hearings and to render decisions, as hereinafter provided, on 
charges preferred against persons in the Classified Service.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following words and phrases used in 
this Act, and others evidently intended as the equivalent thereof, shall, 
in the absence of clear implication herein otherwise, be given the follow- 
ing respective interpretations herein: 


__ “Applicant” means a natural person who files a written application 
with one or more governing bodies in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 10 hereof. 


“Association” means any public corporation organized pursuant to 
the provisions of this Act. 
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“Board of Directors” means the board of directors of an Association. 


“Construction” includes (1) the construction of new buildings and 
the expansion, remodeling, and alteration of existing buildings, including 
architects’ fees, and (2) equipping new buildings and existing buildings, 
whether or not expanded, remodeled, or altered. 


“County” means any county in the State. 


“Governing body” means the Court of County Commissioners, Board 
of Revenue, or other like governing body of a county; or the council, 
commission, or other like governing body of a municipality. 


“Incorporators” means the persons forming a public corporation or- 
ganized pursuant to the provisions of this Act. 


“Master plan” means a eae determined upon by the State Board 
of Health and approved by the advisory council established pursuant to 
Section 5 hereof which shall subdivide the State into regions, districts, 
zones and any further divisions which may be necessary for the purpose 
of establishing an integrated and interrelated system of mental retarda- 
ee acre oag which will, as nearly as may be practicable, serve all parts 
of the State. 


“Mental retardation facilities’ means hospitals, clinics, research 
centers, laboratories, educational and training institutions and facilities, 
central service facilities, equipment and furnishings, or any part or 
combination of any of the foregoing, which is used or useful or capable 
of future use in connection with a mental retardation program; provided, 
that the term “mental retardation facilities” shall refer solely to facilities 
of public or other nonprofit institutions. 


“Mental retardation program” means (1) the planning and taking 
of other steps leading to comprehensive state and community action to 
combat mental retardation, including, but without limitation to, studies 
of the needs and available resources of the State in relation to the prob- 
lem of mental retardation, the development of public awareness of the 
said problem and the need for combating it, and the coordination of 
state and local activities relating to the various aspects of mental retar- 
dation and its prevention, treatment or amelioration; (2) the conducting 
of research relating to human development, whether biological, medical, 
social, or behavioral, which may assist in finding the causes, and means 
of prevention of mental retardation, or in finding means of prevention 
of mental retardation, or in finding means of ameliorating the effects 
of mental retardation; (3) the providing of as full range of inpatient 
and outpatient services for the mentally retarded as may be practicable; 
(4) the clinical training of physicians and other technical and specialized 
personnel needed or research, diagnosis and treatment, education, train- 
ing, or care of the mentally retarded; (5) any combination of any of the 
foregoing. 


“Municipality” means an incorporated city or town of the state. 


“Nonprofit institution” means an institution owned and operated 
by one or more corporations or associations no part of the net earnings 
of which inures, or may lawfully inure, to the benefit of any private 
shareholder and individual. 


“Non-resident patient” means an outpatient of a mental retardation 
facility in Alabama. 


“Person,” unless limited to a natural person by the context in which 
it is used, includes the United States of America, or one of the several 
states, a public or private corporation, a municipality, a county, or an 
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agency, department or instrumentality of a county or municipality, of 
one or more of the several states, or of the United States of America. 


“Property” means and includes real and personal property, and in- 
terests therein. 


“Resident patient” means any resident of Alabama confined to a 
mental retardation facility in Alabama. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


“State Board of Health” means the statutory agency of the State of 
Alabama operative in the field of general health matters and performing 
the duties and exercising the powers as set forth in the statutory provi- 
sions relating thereto. 


“Alabama Mental Health Board” means the State agency established 
to coordinate operations and activities of the State government related 
to mental health which includes, but is not limited to, the operation, 
supervision, and control of Bryce Hospital, Partlow State School and Hos- 
pital, a division of mental hygiene, and a division on alcoholism. 


“Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,’ and other equivalent 
words refer to this Act as an entirety and not solely to the particular 
section or portion thereof in which any such word is used. 


The definitions set forth herein shall be deemed applicable whether 
the words defined are used in the singular or plural. Whenever used 
herein any pronoun or pronouns shall be deemed to include both singular 
and plural and to cover all genders. 


Section 2. Legislative Purpose. It is the purpose of the Legislature 
by this Act to authorize and empower the Alabama Mental Health Board 
and the State Board of Health to take necessary and appropriate steps 
to combat the problem of mental retardation in this State, and to 
authorize the formation of Associations as public corporations with suffi- 
cient powers, authorities and duties to cooperate with, and to serve as 
agents designated by and acting for, the State Board of Health in con- 
structing and equipping mental retardation facilities, and to serve as 
agents of the Alabama Mental Health Board in operating and maintaining 
mental retardation facilities. 


Section 3. Authorization to Construct and Operate Facilities and 
Centers. The State Board of Health is hereby authorized and empowered 
to acquire and construct mental retardation facilities. The State Board of 
Health is authorized and empowered to cooperate and to enter into con- 
tracts with the United States of America and with counties, municipali- 
ties and public corporations organized pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act in the acquisition and construction of mental retardation facilities. 
The Alabama Mental Health Board is hereby authorized and empowered 
to carry out comprehensive mental retardation programs and is au- 
thorized and empowered to cooperate and enter into contracts with the 
United States of America and with counties, municipalities and public 
corporations organized pursuant to the provisions of this Act in the 
maintenance and operation of mental retardation facilities. 


Section 4. Master Plan. The State Board of Health is hereby au- 
thorized and required to set up a master plan which shall define the ter- 
ritorial areas and boundaries of regions, districts, zones, and any further 
divisions in the state. The areas and boundaries may be revised from 
time to time. 


Section 5. Advisory Council. There is hereby established an ad- 
visory council to act in an advisory capacity to both the State Board 
of Health and the Alabama Mental Health Board in carrying out the 
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purposes of this Act. The sid council shall be composed of the same 
persons who have been appointed to membership in the body set up pur- 
suant to Executive Order No. 16 which was issued on January 20, 1965, 
by the Governor of Alabama. The term of office of each member of the 
said council shall be three years, commencing on the effective date of this 
Act. Vacancies in the membership of the said council shall be filled pur- 
suant to appointment by the State Board of Health. The composition 
of the said Advisory Council shall be determined by the State Board of 
Health, but in any event shall conform to Federal requirements. 


Section 6. Agency to Administer Funds; Power to Make Contracts. 
The State Board of Health is (a) hereby designated as the sole and offi- 
cial agency of the State of Alabama to receive and administer any and 
all funds to construct and equip mental retardation facilities appropriated 
by the United States of America or by the State, and it may receive and 
administer any and all gifts or donations in general from any person to 
construct and equip such facilities and the acquisition of land therefor; 
(b) hereby authorized to enter into contracts with any person for the 
purpose of carrying the above into effect. 


The Alabama Mental Health Board is (a) hereby designated as the 
sole and official agency of the State of Alabama to receive and ad- 
minister any and all funds for the maintenance and operation of mental 
retardation facilities appropriated by the United States of America or by 
the State, and it may receive and administer any and all gifts or dona- 
tions in general from any person for the maintenance and operation of 
such facilities, and the implementation of mental retardation programs; 
(b) hereby authorized to enter into contracts with any person for the 
purpose of carrying the above into effect. 


Nothing in the law of Alabama shall be construed to terminate men- 
tal retardation programs which were in operation by State agencies prior 
to September 1, 1965; and those agencies which were duly authorized to 
receive grants for mental retardation or related programs prior to Sep- 
tember 1, 1965, shall continue to have authority to receive the grants 
which they were respectively authorized to receive prior to September 
1, 1965. 


Section 7. Rules and Regulations; Licensing of Facilities and Cen- 
ters. The State Board of Health is hereby authorized and empowered 
to establish rules and regulations which shall provide standards for the 
construction of mental retardation facilities established under this Act; 
and the Alabama Mental Health Board is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to provide for the annual licensing and license renewals of such 


facilities. 


Section 8. Internal Administration. The Alabama Mental Health 
Board and the State Board of Health are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to establish and support such internal divisions or bureaux as 
may be needed for the purpose of exercising the powers herein conferred. 


Section 9. Organization of Associations; Filing of Applications with 
Local Governing Bodies. In order to incorporate an Association as a 
public corporation for the purpose of exercising the powers hereinafter 
conferred, any number of natural persons, not less than three, shall first 
file a written application with the governing body of any one or more 
counties and municipalities situated within any_ one or more counties; 
provided that such application shall in every case be filed with the govern- 
ing body of each county in which it is contemplated that any part of the 
mental retardation facilities proposed in such application will be located. 
Such application shall: (1) describe in general terms the approximate 
area which will be served by the proposed mental retardation facilities, 
which description will be sufficient if stated with reference to counties, 
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municipalities, unincorporated communities or any part or combination 
thereof, or to a radial area from some fixed point; (2) state the proposed 
location of all such proposed facilities, but it shall be sufficient to state 
such proposed locations in general terms with reference to roughly de- 
fined portions of one or more counties; (3) state that mental retardation 
facilities which the Association proposes to establish will promote the 
pubiic health, convenience and welfare; (4) state that the implementation 
of a mental retardation program in the area which will be served by 
such proposed facilities will promote the public health, convenience and 
welfare; (5) state that each of the applicants is a resident of, and owner 
of real property in, the area which will be served by such proposed facili- 
ties; (6) request that each governing body with which such application 
was filed adopt a resolution declaring that it has reviewed the contents 
of the application and has found and determined as a matter of fact 
that the statements contained in the application are true. Every such 
application shall be accompanied by such supporting documents or evi- 
dence as the applicants may consider appropriate. S promptly as may 
be practicable after the filing of the application with it pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act, each governing body with which the application 
was filed shall review the contents of the application and shall find and 
determine whether the statements contained in the application are true; 
if said governing body finds and determines that the said statements 
are not true, it shall deny the application; but if it finds and determines 
that the said statements are true, the said governing body shall adopt 
a resolution declaring that it has reviewed the contents of the application 
and has found and determined as a matter of fact that the statements in 
the application are true. Within forty days following the adoption of a 
resolution in accordance herewith by each governing body with which 
an application was filed, the applicants, or not less than three of the 
applicants, shall proceed to incorporate an Association as a public cor- 
poration in the manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 10. Contents of Certificates of Incorporation. The certif- 
icate of incorporation of an Association shall state: (1) the names of the 
persons forming the Association, together with the residence of each 
thereof, ard that each of them is a resident of, and an owner of real 
property in, the area which will be served by the proposed mental 
retardation facilities and that each of them is a duly qualified elector 
of the State; (2) the name of the Association; (3) the location of the 
principal office of the Association, which shall be in the area which will 
be served by the proposed mental retardation facilities; (4) the state- 
ment contained in the application which describes the area which will be 
served by the proposed mental retardation facilities which the Associa- 
tion proposes to establish; (5) the name of each governing body with 
which an application was filed in accordance with Section 9 hereof; and 
(6) any other matters relating to the Association that the incorporators 
may choose to insert and that are not inconsistent with this Act or with 
the cther laws of the State. 


Section 11. Execution and Recording of Certificate of Incorpora- 
tion. The certificate of incorporation of an Association shall be signed 
and acknowledged by the incorporators before an officer authorized by 
the laws of the State to take acknowledgments to deeds and shall have 
attached thereto a certified copy of each of the resolutions provided for 
in Section 9 hereof and a certificate by the Secretary of State that the 
name proposed for the Association is not identical to that of any other 
corporation organized under the laws of the State or so nearly similar 
thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. The certificate of incor- 
poration of the Association, together with the documents required by 
the preceding sentence to be attached thereto, shall be filed for record 
in the office of the Judge of Probate of the county specified in the 
certificate of incorporation as the county in which the principal office of 
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the Association shall be located, The said Judge of Probate shall forth- 
with receive and record the same. When such a certificate of incorpora- 
tion and attached documents have been so filed, the Association referred 
to therein shall come into existence and shall constitute a public corpora- 
tion under the name set forth in such certificate of incorporation, where- 
upon the Association shall be vested with the rights and powers herein 
granted. 


Section 12. Amendments to the Certificate of Incorporation. The 
certificate of incorporation of an Association may be amended from time 
to time to provide for any objective that might have been included in 
the original certificate of incorporation, by proceeding as follows. The 
board of directors of the Association shall first adopt a resolution setting 
forth and approving the proposed amendment. The proposed amendment 
shall then be submitted to each governing body which has appointed or 
is entitled to appoint a member of the said board as it is constituted at 
the time of the adoption of the said resolution setting forth and approving 
the proposed amendment. The proposed amendment shall also be sub- 
mitted to each governing body with which an application would have 
been required by Section 9 hereof to be filed if such application had con- 
tained the substance of the proposed amendment. If a governing body to 
which the proposed amendment was submitted shall find that the said 
amendment is in the public interest, it shall adopt a resolution approving 
the said amendment; if any governing body to which the proposed 
amendment was submitted shall find that the said amendment is not in 
the public interest, it shall adopt a resolution disapproving the said 
amendment. A proposed amendment shall become effective immediately 
on filing in the office of the Judge of Probate of the county in which the 
principal office of each Association is located: (1) a certified copy of the 
resolution adopted by the board setting forth and approving the proposed 
amendment as provided above; and (2) a certified copy of a resolution 
adopted by each governing body to which the proposed amendment was 
submitted finding that the proposed amendment is in the public interest. 
If the amendment changes the location of principal office of such Assoc-~ 
iation, a certified copy of the original certificate of incorporation and a, 
certified copy of the amendment thereto shall also be filed in the office 
of the Judge of Probate of the county in which the said principal office 
will henceforth be located as shown in the said amendment. No amend- 
ment to the certificate of incorporation shall be necessary to enlarge the 
area to be served by the facilities of an Association; provided that an, 
amendment to the certificate of incorporation shall be required in every 
case where an Association proposes to restrict the area to be served by 
the facilities or to establish any mental retardation facilities in a county 
in which no facilities of the said Association shall have been previously. 
located and the governing body of which shall not have appointed or be 
entitled to appoint a member of the board of directors of the said 
Association. 


Section 13. Board of Directors. Each Association shall be gov- 
erned by a board of directors of three or more members, selected as. 
provided herein. If an application was filed solely with the governing 
body of a single county as provided in Section 9 hereof, the governing 
body of the said county shall appoint three members; if an application 
was filed solely with the governing body of a single municipality as 
provided in Section 9 hereof, the governing body of the said municipality 
shall appoint three members. In all other cases, one member shall be 
appointed by the governing body of each municipality or county with 
which an application was filed as provided in Section 9 hereof, and one 
additional member shall be named by the State Board of Health. The 
term of each director shall be five years. A director shall hold office 
until his successor has been appointed and qualified. The respective ap- 
pointing authorities shall appoint or reappoint a qualified person as a

members of the board of directors whenever a member’s term expires or 
whenever a position becomes wacant for any other reason. A member of 
the board of directors shall receive no compensation for his services. 


Section 14. Meetings of the Board of Directors; Medical Advisory 
Committee. The board of directors shall hold regular monthly meetings 
and shall adopt a constitution and bylaws to be subject to the approval 
of the State Board of Health, and a majority of the members shall con- 
stitute a qucrum. The said board shall appoint a medical advisory com- 
mittee of three to five physicians practicing in the area of the board’s 
jurisdiction, which shall act as a medical advisory committee to the 
said board. 


Section 15. General Powers. Any Association organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act is hereby authorized and empowered to exer- 
cise the following powers in addition to others herein granted: to co- 
operate with the State Board of Health for the construction, maintenance 
and operation of mental retardation facilities under its control, and may 
enter into a cooperative contract with the State Board of Health for this 
purpose; to act as an agent for the Alabama Mental Health Board pur- 
suant to a contract between the Association and the Alabama Mental 
Health Board to prepare, carry out, and operate mental retardation pro- 
grams; to take over by purchase, lease or otherwise, any hospital or 
other facilities suitable for use as a part of mental retardation facilities; 
to manage as agent for the Alabama Mental Health Board any facilities 
constructed or owned by the Association; to arrange with any appropriate 
local or State agencies for the opening or closing of streets, roadways, 
alleys, or other transportation facilities; to lease or rent any land, build- 
ing, structure, or facility needed in its operations; to enter upon build- 
ings or property in order to conduct investigations or to make surveys 
or soundings; to purchase, obtain options upon, acquire by gift, grant, 
bequest, devise, or otherwise, any property or interest therein from any 
person; to sell, exchange, transfer, assign, or pledge any property, or any 
interest therein to any person; to own, hold, clear and improve property; 
to insure or provide for insurance of property or operations of the 
Association against such risks as the Association may deem advisable; 
to borrow money upon its bonds, notes, warrants, debentures, or other 
evidences of indebtedness and to secure the same by pledges of its 
revenues; to have perpetual succession; to make and execute contracts 
and other instruments necessary or convenient to the exercise of the 
powers of the Association; to make and from time to time amend and re- 
peal bylaws, rules and regulations not inconsistent with this Act; to 
carry into effect the powers and purposes of the Association; to do all 
things necessary to carry out the powers given in this Act. An Associa- 
tion shall not act as agent for the State Board of Health except pursuant 
to a directive by the State Board of Health designating the said 
Association as such agent or pursuant to a contract between the said 
Association and the State Board of Health designating the said Associa- 
tion as such agent. 


Section 16. Financial Aid from Local Bodies. The governing body 
of each county and municipality which shall have appointed or shall be 
entitled to appoint a member of the board of directors is hereby au- 
thorized to appropriate its respective share of the cost of construction 
of the mental retardation facilities as determined upon by agreement 
between the State Board of Health, the board of directors and the re- 
spective governing bodies. The sums so appropriated shall be paid into 
the treasury of the Association and shall be paid out on certificate of 
the board of directors. 


Section 17. Appropriations; Reports to State Board of Health; Pay- 
ment for Patient Care. There is hereby appropriated to the State Board 
of Health the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) for the fiscal 
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year ending in 1966 and Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000) for the fisca 
year ending in 1967, for administration, engineering, architectural and 
other services and functions necessary in order to use federal funds made 
available by Public Law 88-164 approved October 31, 1963, or any other 
Federal funds which are now available or which may become available in 
the future for the construction of mental retardation facilities. It shall 
be the duty of each Association to make reports and furnish information 
as shall be required by the State Board of Health in regard to construc- 
tion of mental retardation facilities. It shall be the further duty of each 
Association to report to the Alabama Mental Health Board the number 
of patients treated with the number of days treated, and the actual per 
diem cost thereof, and it shall be the duty of the Alabama Mental Health 
Board to certify such information to the Department of Finance. The 
Comptroller shall draw a warrant on the State Treasury in such amount 
as will constitute compensation for the care of such residential patients 
on the basis of the actual per diem cost or Five Dollars per day, which- 
ever is less, and Two Dollars per day for nonresidential patients or the 
actual per diem cost of such non-residential patients, whichever is less. 


The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid from the 
Mental Health Trust Fund. 


Secticn 18. Local Control. Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to mean that the mental retardation facilities for which provision is made 
in this Act are to be under the direction or control of any body other 
than the municipalities, counties, and Associations which have estab- 
lished and operate such facilities, or to mean that the boards of directors 
cannot receive and administer gifts, donations, or endowments for their 
respective facilities. 


Section 19. Inconsistent Laws. All laws or provisions of law in 
conflict herewith are repealed insofar as they may be inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act. 


Section 20. Severability Clause. If any provision of this Act or 
the application thereof is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect 
the other provisions or applications of this Act. 


Section 21. Effective Date of Act. This Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon 
its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS this dignified and stately gentleman, a descendant of 
three generations of Baptist ministers and lecturers, nobly served his 
nation and his State. As an American aviator serving with the French 
during World War I, he performed with bravery and gallantry in ac- 
tion, for which the French government awarded him the Croix de Guerre 
with Palm and named his a Chevalier of the Legion of Honor, the high- 
est military honor of that country. Because of wounds received in com- 
bat with the enemy, he suffered the amputation of his right leg, which 
yoeinelee did not deter him from a life of activity and achievement;

WHEREAS as Governor of Alabama from 1939 to 1943, Frank Dixon 
conducted his duties with outstanding ability, intelligence, and integrity 
and provided a sound, progressive administration for the State of Ala- 
bama. Most noteworthy of his accomplishments were the institution 
of a civil service system for State employees, adoption of a teacher re- 
tirement plan, and creation of the State Pardon and Parole Board; and 


WHEREAS Governor Dixon, a 1916 graduate in law at the University 
of Virginia, recipient of honorary degrees from Columbia University and 
the University of Alabama, and a practicing attorney in Birmingham, 
was a political conservative who contributed greatly to the Democratic 
party and to the reorganization of government in Alabama, and paved 
the way for much of the State’s subsequent growth and expansion.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The board of revenue or other like governing body of 
Lawrence County may call an election whereby the qualified voters 
of the county may determine whether or not there shall be imposed an 
excise tax of two cents per gallon upon gasoline or other motor fuels 
in said county. Due notice of the election shall be given at least thirty 
days before the date the election is to be held. The election shall be held 
and conducted under the same rules and regulations now governing elec- 
tions on the issuance of county bonds; and the officers holding the elec- 
tion shall receive the same compensations as general election officers. 


Section 2. The word “gasoline” as used in this Act shall include 
gasoline, naptha, and other liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute 
therefor, used in internal combustion engines, provided that nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall apply to those products commercially known as 
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kerosene oil, fuel oil, or crude oil, commonly used for lighting, heating, 
or industrial purposes. The word “person” means and includes every 
individual, corporation, co-partnership, company, agency, or association, 
singular or plural. The term “distributor” shall include any person who 
engages in the selling of gasoline as herein defined in Lawrence County, 
by wholesale, in domestic trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by 
such distributor in interstate commerce. The term “retail dealer” shall 
include any person herein defined as a distributor who is also engaged 
in the sale of gasoline as herein defined at any place in Lawrence County 
in broken quantities. The term “storer” as used herein shall include any 
person who ships gasoline into Lawrence County in tank quantities and 
stores the same and withdraws or uses same for any purpose. 


Section 3. Should a majority of those voters participating in the 
election provided for in Section 1 vote for the imposition of the excise 
tax, the board of revenue or like governing body of Lawrence County 
may impose an excise tax of not exceeding two cents per gallon on per- 
sons engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing, or with~ 
drawing from storage for any purpose whatever, gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in Lawrence County, and 
to require every distributor, retail dealer or storer of gasoline to pay an 
excise tax of two cents per gallon upon the selling, distributing or with- 
drawing from storage for any use, gasoline as herein defined in Lawrence 
County; provided, that the excise tax levied under this Act shall not be 
levied upon the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce, and provided 
further that if the excise tax imposed under this Act upon the sale of 
such gasoline shall have been paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer 
or storer, such payment shall be sufficient, the intention being that the 
tax shall be paid but once. The excise tax shall apply to persons storing 
gasoline and distributing same or allowing same to be withdrawn from 
storage, whether such withdrawal be for sale or other use, provided that 
sellers of gasoline and its substitutes paying the tax herein provided may 
pay the same computed and paid on the basis of their sales as herein- 
after required, and storers and distributors shall compute and pay such 
tax on the basis of their withdrawals or distributions. The tax herein 
provided for shall be in addition to any and all excise or other taxes 
imposed by the State of Alabama or any other agency or subdivision of 
the State on gasoline, naptha, and other liquid motor fuels or any device 
or substitute therefor, or on the business of selling, distributing, storing 
or withdrawing from storage for any purpose gasoline as herein defined. 
Every distributor, storer or retail dealer as defined in Section 2 shall be 
exempted from the payment of said excise tax on withdrawals from 
storage which are for the purpose of resale, or reshipment to points out- 
side Lawrence County; provided, however, that to obtain such exemp- 
tion such distributor, storer or retail dealer entitled to such exemption 
shall furnish to the State Department of Revenue a sworn statement on 
the 20th day of each and every month showing a full, true and accurate 
total of sales to each reseller or consumer outside the county. 


Section 4. The taxes imposed under the authority of this Act shall 
constitute a debt due the county and may be collected by civil suit, in 
addition to all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said 
taxes, together with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall 
constitute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
who said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. 


Section 5. If a county tax is levied as in this Act provided, every 
distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer of gasoline in Lawrence County 
shall pay over to the State Department of Revenue, for the use of Law- 
rence County, an excise tax of two cents per gallon upon the selling, 
distributing, storing, or withdrawing from storage in said county for any 
use gasoline as defined in this Act. 
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Section 6. The county gasoline tax shall be collected by the State 
Deartment of Revenue in the same way and manner and at the same 
time that it collects gasoline taxes under Sections 646-665, Title 51, Code 
of Alabama 1940, as amended, and all remedies and powers provided 
by said Sections 646-665 shall apply to the enforcement and collection of 
the additional county tax levied under this Act, and all the provisions 
of said sections with reference to the filing of reports, examination of 
books, and penalties shall apply to the additional levy made under this 
Act. 


Section 7. The State Department of Revenue shall prepare and 
distribute such blank reports, forms, and other materials as may be 
necessary for collection of the county tax levied and shall have all the 
authority and duties in connection with the additional tax hereby levied 
as are now given by law to the Department of Revenue for the collection 
of taxes levied by Section 647 of Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940. The 
State Department of Revenue may charge Lawrence County for collecting 
the additional tax levied by this Act a percentage of the said tax so 
collected on the basis that the cost of collecting the tax hereby levied 
bears to the total cost of collecting the total state gasoline taxes. The 
balance of the tax collected by it under this Act shall be certified to the 
state treasurer between the first and fifteenth of each calendar month 
as belonging to Lawrence County, and the state treasurer shall thereupon 
issue his warrants on the state treasury payable to Lawrence County 
for the amount so certified. 


Section 8. All money received by Lawrence County under the 
provisions of this Act shall be placed by the treasurer of said county in 
a separate fund or account to be designated “Two-cent gasoline tax 
fund.” Such funds shall be used exclusively for the construction, main- 
tenance, and supervision of black top, hard-surface farm to market 
roads, and may be used to match state or federal funds or grants for the 
construction of such roads. The fund shall not be applied to nor pledged 
for any other purpose and no money can be borrowed against it. 

Section 9, The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law, and shall remain in effect for a period of ten (10) years and no 
longer.
